AN excellent learned man ok 
poztuigale, of ſinguler grauetn, 
daauchopitie and experience tolde 
ai] ince very lately, that one Auus 
I Cortereal, captayne ofthe ple — 
ok Tercera about che peers 
15. which is nut abaue eight 
. veres palt, ſent a Shippe to dite 
l couer the Mozthweſt pallage ol 
— ͤ — America x that the fame ſhippe 
arriuing on the coaſt of che lade America in fiktie epghte 
degrees of latitude, founde a great entrance exceeding deepe 
and bꝛaade, without all impediment of ice, into whiche they 
paler abaue twentie leagues, and found it alwaies to trende 
to warde the South, the lande lying lowe and plaine on ey⸗ 
ther five: And that they perl waded chem felues verely, that 
there was a way open into the louth lea. But their victailes 
fapling them, and being but one ſhippe, chey returned backe 
agayne with ioy. This place ſeemeth to lie in equal degrees 
of latitude, with the kürſt entrance of the ſounde of Denmark: 
betweene Moꝛway and the head land, called in latin Cen bros

tingales there, that wee of Eng- 
lande could neuer haue the grace 
— Ae to fer faft footing in ſuch fer- 
. — — Alland temperate places, as are 
let as yet vnpoſſeſſed of them. But againe When I confider 
that there is a time for all men, and {ee the Portingales time to 
be out of date, & that the nakedneſſe of the ſpaniards, and their 
long hidden ſecretes are nowe at length eſpied, whereby they 
went about to delude the worde, I conceiue great hope, that 
the time approcheth and nowe is, that we of England may flare 
and part {takes(if wee will our felues) both with the {paniarde 
and the Portingale in part of America, and other regions as yet 
Vndifconered, And {urely if there were in vs that defire to 
aduaunce the honour of our Countrie which ought to bee in 
every good man, wee woulde not all this while haue fore- 
flowne the poſſeſſing of thofe landes, whiche of equitie 
and right appertaine vnto ys, as by the diſcourſes that followe 
fhall appease moſt plainely. Vea if wee woulde beholde with 
the eye of pitie howe al our Prifons are pefteréd and filled with 
able men to ſerue their Countrie, which for mall roberies are 
dayly hanged vp in great numbers even twentie at a clappe out 
of one iayle(as was ſeene at the laft affifes at Rocheſter) wee 
y oulde haften and further every man to his power the deduce 
ting of fome Colonies of our ſuperfluous people into thoſe tem- 
petateand fertile partes of America, Which being within fixe 
weekes

weekes faylingjof England are yet vnpoſſeſſed by any Chriftiansy, 
and ſeemè to offer chem{elues vnto vs, ftretching neerer vnto her 
Maiefties Dominions, then to any otherpart of Europe, Wee 
reade thatthe Bees, whé they grow to be too many in their own 
hiues at home, are wont to bee led out by their Captaines to 
ſwarme abroad, and fecke themſelues a new dwelling place. 
If ehe examples of the Grecians and Carthaginians of olde 
time, and the practiſe of our age may not mooue vs, yet let ys 
learne wildome oftheſo ſmal weake and vnreaſonable creatures. 
It chaunced very lately that vpon occafion I had great conference 
in matters of Coſmogtaphie with an excellent learned man of 
Portingale, moſt priuie to all the difcoueries of his nation, who 
wondered that thofe bleſſed countries, from the point of Flori- 
— 5 fe 55 oe da Northward, were all this while vnplanted by Chriſtians, pro- 
‘gale. in teſſing with great affection and zeale, that if hee were nowe as 
F young as I(forae this preſent hee is threefcore yeeres of age)hee 
woulde ſel all hee had, being a man of no ſmall wealth and ho- 
nout, to furniſni a conuenient number of thips to fea for the in- 
N habiting of thofe countries, and reducing thoſe gentile people 
Mater John to chriſtianitie. Moreouer hee added that Iohn Barros their 
e in chiefe Coſmographer being moned with the like deſite, was the 
babiting ok cauſe that Brefilia was firſt inhabited by the Portingales: where 
Bulla they haue nine baronies or lordſhips, & thirtie engennies or ſu- 
ger milles, two or three hundred ſlaues belonging to eche myll. 
with a Iudge, and other officers, & a Church: ſo that euety mill 
is as it were alittle common wealth: and that the countrie was 
firft planted by ſuch men, as for {mall offences were faued from 
the rope. This hee fpake not onely vnto mee and in my hearing, 
but alſo in the preſence of a friend of mine, a man ofgreat {killin 
the Mathematikes. If this mans deſite might bee executed, wee 
might not only for the preſent time take poſſeſsĩon of that good 
land, but alſo in ſhort ſpace by Gods grace finde out that ſhorte 
and eaſie paſſage by the Northweſt, which we haue hetherto fo 
long deſited, and whereof wee haue many good and more then 
E probable coniectures : afewe whereof Ithinke it not zmiſſe 
deere to et dowue, although your worſhip knowe them i 
ae mid gn Sea. 9 550 igi wel, 
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Hell as my ſelfe. Firft cherefore it is not to bee forgotten, that Sé 
baſtian Gabot wrote to maſter Baptiſta Ramuſius, that he very- 
ly beleeued that all the North part of Americas diuided into Is 
landes. Secondly that maſter Iohn Verarzanus, which had been 
thrife on that eoaſt, in an olde excellent mappe, which he gaue to 
king Henrie the cight,and is yet in the cuſtodie of maſter Locke, 
doth ſo lay it out, as it is to bee ſeene in the mappe annexed to 
the end of this boke, beeing made according to Verarzanus plat. 
Thirdly the ftory of Gil Gonſalua recorded by Francifcus Los 
pes de Gomara, which is ſaide to haue fought a paſſage by the 
Nor thweſt, ſeemeth to argue and proue the ſame, Fourthly, 
in the ſecond relation of laques Cartier the 12. Chapter the peo · 
ple of Saguinay doe teftifie that vpon their coaſtes Weftwarde 
there is a ſea the ende whereof is vnknowne vnto them. Fiftiy, 
ia the end of chat diſcourſe is added this, as a ſpecial temem - 
brance, to wit, that they of Canada {ay that it is a monethes 
Space to ſaileto a lande where cinamon and cloues are growing, 
Sixtly, the people of Florida ſignified vnto Iohn Ribault(as it 
is expreffed in his diſcourſe heerewithall imprinted) that they 
might ſaile from the Riuer of May vnto Ceuola and the ſouth 
fea through their countrie within twentie dayes. Seuentfiy, 
the experience ofcaptaine. Frobiſher on the hyther fide, ard Sit 
Fraunces Drake on the backe ſide of America, with the teſtimo- 
nie of Nicolaus and Anthonius Zeni, that Eflotilanda is an Is 
lande, doth yeelde no ſmall hope thereof. Laſtly, the iudge⸗ 
ment of the excellent Geographer Gerardus Mercator, which his 
ſonne Rumold Mercator my friende fhewed mee in his letters, & 
drewe out for mee in writing, is not of wife men lightly to bee 
regarded. His words are theſe. Magna tametſi pauca de noua The ſungement

Youwrite (ſaith hee to his ſonne) 
great matters though very briefly of the newe diſcouerie

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of Frobiſher, which I wonder was neuer theſe manyvyeéres 
heeretofore attempted, For there is no doubt, but that there 
is a ſtraight and ſhort way open into the Welt cucn vnto Ca- 
thay, late which kingdome, if they take their courfe aright; 
they ſhall gather the moft noble merchandiſe of all the worde, 
and ſhall make the name of Chriſte to bee knowne vnto many 
idolatrous and Heathen people. And heere to conclude and 
Shut vp this matter, I haue hearde my ſelfe of Merchants ofcre · 
dite that haue liued long in Spaine, that King Phillip hach made

Northwardes of fiue and fortie degrees of America: whiche 


may bee thought to proceede chiefly of two cauſes, the one, 


leaſt pafsing farther to the North they ſhould diſcouer the open 
paſſage from the ſouth fea to our north ſea: the other becauſe 
they haue not people enough to poſſeſſe and x eepe that paſſage, 
but rather thereby ſhoulde open à gappe for other nations to 
paſſe that way. Certesif hetherto in our owne diſcoueries 
We had not beene led with a prepoſterous deſire of ſeeking ra- 
ther gaine then Gods glorie, I affure my ſelf that our labours had 
take n fatre better effecte. But wee forgotte, that Godlineſſe is 
great riches, and that if we firlt ſexke the kingdome of God, al o- 
ther thinges will be giuen vnto ys, and that as the light accompa⸗ 
nieth the dunne, and the heate the fire, ſo laſting tiches do waite 
pon them that are zealous for the aduauncement of the king. 
dome of Chriſt, and the enlargement of his glorious Goſpell; as 
it is ſayde, I will honour them that honour mee. I trufte that 
no we being taught by their manifolde loſſes our men will take 
a more godly courſe, and vie ſome part of their goods to his glos 
rie: if not, he will turne euen their couetouſnes to ſerue bim, 23 
he hath done the pride and auarice of the Spaniardes and Por-

and learne ho we they vnderſtande them, and efpecially to 


know what Nauigation they haue for thoſe Jlandes Noth 


wardes, and Noztheaſtwarde. ’ 

For if from the lade Jlandes the Sea do extende, without 
interpolition of lande, to faple from the Nozth poynt 
to the Noztheaſt poynt 1700. o 1800. leagues, chey ſhould 
tome ta the Newe founde Jlandes that wee diſcouered, and 
fo wee ſhoulde bee neerer to the layde ſpicerie by almoſt 
z o. ltagues then the Emperour, oꝛ the king ol Poꝛtingal 
are. And to aduiſe pour Loʒdſhippe whether of thele {pices 
ries of the King of Poztingal oꝛ the Emperours is neerer, 
and alſo of the titles that eyther of them bath, and howe 
our Mewe founde landes are parted from it, (for that by 
wꝛityng without ſome demonſtration, it were harde to gine 
any declaration ok it,) J haue cauled chat pour Lozde⸗ 
hippe ſhall receyue herewith a little Mappe oz Carde of 
the woꝛlde: che whiche, J feare mee, ſhall put pour Lov. 
ſhippe to more labour to vnderſtande, then mee to make 
it, only koʒ that it is made in fo little roome that it cannot be 
but obſcurely {et out, 5 is delired to be ſeene in it, æ allo ſoꝛ 
Aam in this ſcience litle expert: et te remedy in * ‘is 
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niflicultie it is netellary to declare to pour Lopihippe mp 
intent, with which J truſt you thal perceiue in this card parte 
ok pour delire, if, loꝛ that J cannot expꝛeſle mine intent, with 
mp declaratiõ I doe not make it moꝛe obſcure. 
Feirſt, pour Loꝛdſhip knoweth that the Coſmographers 
haue deuided the earth by 360. degrees in latitude, and as 
many in longitude, vnder the which is comprehended al the 
roundnetle ofthe earth: the latitude beeing deuided into 4. 
quarters, ninetie degrees amount to euerie quarter, which 
they mealure by the altitude ofthe poles, that is the oth 
and South ſtarres, beeing from the line equinoctiall till 
they come right vnder the Noth ſtarre the Laide ninetie dee 
grees sand almuche krom the fapbe line equinoctiall tothe 
South ſtarre bee other ninetie degrees. And aſmuche 
move is allo from epther of the {aide ſtarres agayne to the 
equinoctiall, Mich imaginev to be rounde, is foone 
perceiued thus, 3 60. degrees of latitude to be conlumed in 
the laid foure quarters, ol ninetie degrees a quarter fo that 
chis latitude is the mealure of the woꝛlde from Noꝛth to 
South, and from South to Rozth. And che longitude, in 
which are allo counted other 360. is counted krõ ett to 
Eat, oz from Eaſt to Melt, as in the card is ſet. The fate 
latitude pour I oꝛdſhip may ſee mar ked and deuided in the

ow in what degrees ok latitude any region oꝛ coaſt fran: latitudes. 
deth, take a compaſſe and {et the one foote of the lame in the 
equinoctiall line right againſt che laid region, and apply the 
ocher foote of the compalle to che ſaide region oz coaſt, and 

en ſet the fapd compatte at the ende of the carde, where the 
degrees are deuided. And the one fonte ol che cõpalle ſtan · 
ding in the line dea e e other will thewe in the 
feale the degrees of altitude oꝛ latitune that the ſayd region 
is in. Allo the longitude ofthe woꝛlde J haue let out in the 
necher part of the carde, contapning allo 360, degrees:

the dluiſion of the degrees beginneth, x enderh ing fame C4 
po verde. Nowe to knowe in what longitude any lande is, 
pour Lopdeſhippe mutt take a ruler opa tompaſſe, and ſet 
che one foote of the compaſſe vpon the lande oꝛ coaſt whole 
kongitude pou woulde knowe , and extende the other 
foste okthe conrpatte to the nexte parte of one of the tranſ⸗ 
uerlall lines inthe Ozientall oꝛ Occidentall part: which 
done, ſet the one koste of the compaſle in the ſaide tranſ⸗ 
uerſall lyne at the ende of the nether ſcale , the fcale of 
longitude, and che other foote ſheweth the degree of lone 
gitude that the region is in. And pour Loyothippe muſt 
vnderſtande that this carde though little conteyneth the 
Dniterfall whole wozlde betwiree the twoo collaterall 
lines the one in the Deciventall parte vefcendech perpen⸗ 
dicular vppon the 175. degree, and the other in the 
Drientall on the 170, degree, whole diſtaunce meaſu⸗ 
reth the Ccale of longitude. And that whiche is without 
the two layde tranſuerſall lynes is onely to ſhew howe the 
Oꝛiental part is iopned with the Decident,¢ Occident with 
the Drient, Foꝛ that that is fet without the line in the Ou ⸗ 
ent parte, is the lame that is let within the other line inthe 
Decivencall parte: and againe that that is ſette without 
the line in the Occidentall part, is the lame that is fee with 


in the line on the Ozientall parte: To ſhewe that though 


this figure of the woꝛlde in playne oz flat feemeth to haue 
an ende, yet one imagining that this lapde carde were fet 
vpon a round thing, where the endes ſhoulde touche by the 
lines, it would plainely appeare howe the Dpient part tops 
neth with the Occident, as there without the lines it is ves 
ſeribed e figured, And for moe declaration of the lald card, 
pour Lopothip hall vnderſtand, that beginning on the parte 
Occidental within the lyne, the irk land that is {et out. is 
mapne land 2 land ofthe Indies of ß Emperour. Cibich 
mapne lande op coaſt goeth Moꝛthwarde, and ſiniſheth in 
the lande that wee founde, whiche is called heere Terra de 
Labrador, Sd that it appeareth the ſayde lande that we e 
founde andthe Indies to bee all one mayne a 
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faybcoatt from the faibe Judies Sotthwarde., ae by the. 
carde pour Loꝛdſhippe may ſee, tõmeth to a certaine ſtraite 
fea called E/frecho de todos Santis: by iwhich ſtraite Sea ote catten the 
the Sopaniardes goeto the {piceries:, as J ſhall derlare ane. Ware 
moze at large: the which ſlraite fea is right againſt the 
Hee hundred fifteene degrees of Longitude , and is of 
Latitude op altitude from the Equinoctiall fiftie thꝛee dee 
grees, The firſt lande from the layd beginning of the tar de 
towarde the Ozient is certaine Flandes of the Canaries € 
landes of Capo verde. But the firſt mayne lande next to 
the line Egqumoctiall is the ſayde (apo verde, and from 
thence noꝛthwarde by the ſtreite of this fea of Italie. And 
ſo followeth Spapne, Fraunce, Flaunders, Almatne, 
Denmarke and Mozwap, which is the higheſt parte tow⸗ 
ard the Nozth. And ouer againſt Flaunders are our Jlanda 
of England and Jrelande. Ok the landes and coaltes with⸗ 
in the ſtraites J haue fet out onelpe the Regions , deui⸗ 
ding them by lynes of their lymittes. by whiche playnelie 
Ithinke pour Lowhip may lee, in what ſituatiõ euery re⸗ 
gion is, and of what highneſſe, x with what regions it is tops 
ned. A doe thinke few are lefte out of all Curope, In the 
partes of Aſia and Africa 3 could not fo well make the ſaid 
dintiſions:koꝛ that they be not fo well knowen, no neede not 
ſo muche. This z tonite becauſe in the ſayde carde bee made 
the ſayde lynes and ſtrikes, that pour Lozdſhippe ſhould 
vunderſtande wherekoze chey doe ferue . Allo returning 
to fozeſayde Capo verde the coat goeth Southwarde to 
à tape called Capo de bona (peranfa: which is right ouer 
agaynſt the ſxtye and firtie fifte degree of Longitude. 
Ind by this cape goe the Poztingales to their {picerie. 
For from chis cape towarde che Drient , is che Lande 
ol Calicut, ag pour Loꝛdſhtppe map {ee in the head lande o⸗ 
uer againſt the 130. degree. From the laid cape ol Bona Spee 
ransa the coat returneth toward the line Equinoctiall, end 
paſling fooꝛth entreth the read ſea, returning out entreth 
againe into the gulfe ol Berſia, and returneth towarde 
the Equinoctiall line, till that it . N to the head.

land called Callicut afore ſaide, and from thence the co alt 


making a Gulfe, where is the riuer of Ganges, returneth 


towarde the line to a head lande called Malacha , where is 
the pꝛincipall ſpicerie: And krom this cape returnech and 
maketh a great gulle and after the coaſt goeth right toward 


the Oꝛient, and ouer againt this laſt quife and coalt be ma⸗ 


nie Jlandeg, which be Jlandes of the lpiceries or the Empe⸗ 
rour. Upon which the Poꝛtingales and he be at vartaunce. 
The laid coaſt goeth towarde the Dpient, and endeth right 
againſt the 155. degrees, and after returneth toward the oc⸗ 
cident Moꝛthwarde: which coat nat yet plainely knowne 
I may iopn to the nem found land found by vs, chat J fake 
ok bekoze. So that J finithe with this a bꝛieke declarati⸗ 
on of the carde afoꝛelayde. Mell J knowe J ſhoulde alſo 
haue declared how the coattes within the ſtreites of the 
Sea of Italie runne. It is plaine that palling the ſtreites 
on the Moꝛthſide of that Sea after the coaſt of Granado, 
and with that which pertaynes to payne, is the coaſt of 
that which Fraunce hath in Italie. And then kolloweth 
in one peece all Italie, which lande hath an arme ok a ſea 
with a gulfe which is called Mare Adriaticum. And in 
the bottome ofthis quite is the citie ol Genter, And on the 
ather part of the fait gulfe is Sclauonta, and nexte Grecia, 
then the ſtreites af Conſtantinople, and then the Sea called 
Euximus, which is within the faive ſtreites : And com · 
ming out of the laid ftraits floweth toward Turcia mae’ 
ior (Though nom on both ſides it is called Turtia.) And 
fo the coaſt runneth Southward to Syria, and our againſt 
the laid Curcia are the Paves of Rhodes, Candie, and Cy⸗ 
pus. And ouer againſt Italie are the Jlandes of Sicilia ¢ 
Sardinia. And ouer againſt Spaine is Maioꝛtca and mino 
ca. Inthe ende ofthe gulfe of Spriais Judea. And from 
thence returneth the coat toward the Occident, till it come 
meth to the ſtreites where wee beganne, whiche all is the 
coat of Affricke oz Barbarie. Alſo pour Lozdſhippe ſhall 
vnderſtande that the coaltes of the Sea thꝛoughout all the 
huogld I haue coloured with pello wo foz that it may 1 
Sit 82 ag 


that all that is within the line coloured yellow, is to be ima⸗ 

nedto be mayne land oz Aland: and all without the ſayde 
line lo coloured ta bee Sea: whereby it is ealie and light to 
knomit. Albeit in this little roome any other deltription 
would rather haue made it obſcure then cleere. Allo the ſayd 
coatte of the Sea are all let iuſtly after the manner ¢ fonne 
as they lye, as the nauigatian appꝛooueth thé throughout all 
thecarne,{aue onely thecoattes and ales of the fptcerte ofp 
Emperour which is from ouer againſt the 160, to the 215. 
degrees ol Longitude. Foz thele coaſtes & ſituations of the 
Jlands euery of the Colmographers and pilots of Poztin⸗ 
gall and Spayne doe let after their purpole. The Dypant- 
ards moze towards the Ozient, becauſe they ſhould appeare 
to appertaine to the Emperours and che Poꝛtingalles moꝛe 
toward the Occident, for that they ſhould fall within their 
mrildiction. So that the Pilots € nauigants thither, which 
in ſuch cafes ſhould declare p truth, by cheir induſtrie doe ſet 
thé fallelp euery one to fauour his prince, And for this caule 
cin be no certaine ſituatid ef h cont æ Bands, til this diffe⸗ 
rence betwixte them be verified. Nowe to come to the 
purpole of pour Loꝛoſhippes demaunde touching the diffe⸗ 
rence betweene the Emperour and the king of Poztingall⸗ 
ta vnderſtãd it better, J mull declare p beginning ok this diſ⸗ 
touering. Though peraduẽture pour Loꝛdſhip may fay h in 
that J haue write? ought of purpoſe 3 fall in tze Pꝛouerbe, 
ee ono bellum; But pour Loꝛdſhip commaundedme 
to be large, e z take licence to be pꝛolixouſe & ſhalbe perad⸗ 
venture tedidus, but ygur XL opolhip knaweth that 51% gro 
rantis v erboſſus. In the peers 1484. the king of Poztingal 
minded to arme certaine caruelles to diſcouer this ſpicerv. 


Chen kozalmuch as he feared that being diſcouered cuerie 


other pꝛince would ſend e trade thicher, ſu p the coft c peril 
ofvifcoucring ſyould be his E the profite common: wheres, 
toe ürſt he gaue knamledge ef this his mynd to al pꝛinces 
ehrittenen,faping phe would ſeeke amõgſt p infivels: newe 
volleſſiõs of regions, therfoꝛe would make a certain army: 
eb ianp ofthe would help in d * laid army he ſhould 
ai ae enlop 


ehiop his parte of che pꝛolite oꝛ honour that ſhoulde come 
ok it . And as then this vifcouering was holden fora 
ſtraunge thing and vncertaine. Nowe they lay, chat all the 
Princes of Chꝛiſtendome aunlweared that they woulde bee 
no part of ſuch an army, noꝛ pet of the pꝛolite > might come 
OF it. After the which he gaue knowledge to the Pope ok his 
purpoſe, x of the anlwere of all the Pꝛinces, deliring him p 
leeing that none would helpe in the coſtes , that hee woulde 
iudge all that ſhoulde bee founde and dilcauered to be ok his 
iurildiction, and commaund that none other Pꝛinces ſhould 
intermeddle therewith, The Pope laide not as Chuſt laith, 
Quis me conſtituit iadicem inter vos? He did not refuſe, but 
making him felfe as Loꝛde and Judge of all, not only graũ⸗ 
ted that all that ſhould be diſcouered from Ozitt to Occidẽt 
ſhould be the kings of Poztingall, but alſo, that bpon great 
cenſures no other ꝛince ſhould diſcouer but he: And ik they 
did, all to be the kinges ol Poꝛtingall. So he armed a flecte, 
and in the peere 148. was diſcouered p Jlands of Calicut, 
from whence is bꝛought all the ſpice he hach. After this in 
the peere 1492. the king of Spaine willing to difcouce 
landes to warde che Decivent without making any ſuch die 
ligence, oꝛ taking licence of che king of Poꝛtingale armed 
tertavne caruelles, and then dilcouered this India Orcciden⸗ 
tall, eſpecially two J landes of the ſalde India, that in this 
carve J fet kooꝛth named the one Ladominica, and che other 
Cubas, nd bought certaine gold from thence, Ok the which 


when the king of Poꝛtingall had knowledge, he fent to the 


king of Spayne, requiring him to giuc him p laid Alands. 
Foz that by the lentence ol the Pope all that ſhould be diſco⸗ 
uered was his, and that he ould not pꝛaccede further in the 
diſtouerie without his licence, And at the lame time it ſee⸗ 
meth that out of Caldill, into oꝛtingale had gone for feare 
ol burning inlinite number ol Lewes that were expelled aut 
of Spapne, fo that they would not turne to be Chuſtians e 
carried with thẽ infinite number of gold ¢ liluer. Sa that it 
ſeemeth that the king vf S payne anlwered that it was reals 
chat the king of Poftingall al ked, and that to bee sens 
; (= 


that which che pope had deer eed. he tooulo glue him the kald 
lands of the Indies. ow fop as much as it was derreed 
detwixt p laid kings, p none ſhould receiue p others fubtects 
fugitiues, no their goodes, thereloe the king ol Portingale 
could pap and returne to the king of Spame a million of 
Golde oz moze, that the Jewes had carried out of Spaine to 
Poztingalez and that fo doing he would give thele landes 
and deft from anp more diſcouering. And not fulfilling this 
he would not onely not giue theſe Alands, but procure to 
dilcouer more where hun thought belt. It ſeemeth that the 
King of Poztingale would not oz could not with bis eale 
pay this mony. And fo not paying that he coulde not let the 
king of Spaine to diſcouer: fo that hee enterpꝛiſed nat tor 
ward the Driene where he had begun and found the ſpicerp. 
And conlented to the king of Spaine that touching this dil · 
touering they ſhould deuide the woꝛlde betweene them two. 
And that all chat ſhould be viſcouered fr Capo verde, where 
this carde beginneth to be counted in the degrecs of longi⸗ 
tude, to 180 ok the ſayde feale of longitude, whichis halfe 
the woꝛ lde toward the Oꝛient, and kinicheth in this carde 
right ouer againſt a little croſle made at the lapde 180. des 
Soe to be the king of Boztingalles. And all the lande 
foont the ſapde Croöſſe kowarde the Occident, untill it 
opneth wich the other Crolle in the Ozient, which contel. 
ech the other hundzeth and eightie degrees that is the 
ether halfe of the woylde, to bee the king of Spaynes. 
So that from che lande ouer agaynſt the ſayde hundzeth 
and eightie degrees vntill it finich in the three hund ed and 
Artie on both the endes ok the carne is thenturtiaicet 
on ofche Ring of Spapne Do after chis manner they 
deuiden the wozlde betweene chem. Nowe koz that thele 
Jlandes of ſpicerie fall neere the terme and lymites be- 
tweene chele Jpꝛinces (for as by the faye carbe pou mape 
fee they beginne from one hundzed and lixtie degrees a 
LAongitude, and ende in 215.) ttileemeth all thar kalleth 
krom 160. tu 180, degrees, ſhoulde bee uf Woztingall: 
and

phers and Pilots could not agree in the ſituation of the lad 


Aland (for che Poꝛtingals let them al within their 180. de⸗ g 


grees, and the Spaniards let chem all without: ¢ fox that 
in mealuring, all the Colmographers of both partes, oz 


Te lengitudts what ather that euer haue beene cãnot giue certaine oꝛder to

meaſure p lõgitude of the woꝛlo, as they do of $ latitude: fo2 
b there is no ſtarre fixed frõ Cal to Teſt, as are p Marrs of 
the poles from Noꝛth to South, but all mooueth with the 
mouing diuine:) no mãner can be found how certainely it 


may be mealured, but by comectures, as the Mauigantes 


haue eſteemed the waythey haue gone. But it is manifeſt 


that Spayne had che ſituation of all che landes from Cape 
Verde, towarbe the Oꝛient of the Poꝛtingales to their 180. 
degrees. And in all their cardes they neuer hitherto ſet the 
ſayd Flande within their limitatid of the ſayd 1 80. degrees: 
(Though they knew very well ok the Jlandeg,) til nowe 
that the Spaniards dilcouered them. And it is knowne that 
the king ol Poꝛtingale had trade to thele Zlands aloze, but 


would neuer ſuffer Poztingale to goe thither from Calicut: 


koʒ ſo much as hee kneme that it fell out of his Dominion: 
Leaſt by going thither chere might come ſome knowledge of 


thole other Nandes of the king of payne, but bought the 


cloues of Perchauntes of that countrie, that ought them 
ta Calicut, much derer then they would haue coft, ir he had 


lẽt for thE, thinking after this maner it would abide alwaies 


ſecrete. And now that it is diſcouered he lendes and keepes 
the Spanierds from che trade all that he can. Allo it ſhould 
ſee me that when chisforefaine conlent ok the diuiſton of the 
wilde was agreed of betweene them, the king of Poy 


tingale had alrradye difcouered certayne Ilandes that 


Ipe ouer againſt Cape verde, amd alſo certayne parte 
of the mapnt lande of India towarde che Souch , from 
whence he fet: Bꝛalill, and callen it the lande al Bꝛaſil. 
So kaꝛ that all ſboulde come in his terme and limites, 
bee tooke thee hundzen and ſeuentie leagues *

Capo verde e and after this, his 1 80. degrees, being bis part 
okthe wozlde, ſhoulde beginne in the Carde right ouer a⸗ 
gaint the 340 degrees, where J haue made a little com⸗ 
palle wich a crolle, and ſhoulde finiſhe at the 160. degree, 
where allo J haue made an other little marke. And after this 
computation without any controuerſte, the Ilandes of the 
ſpicerie fall out of the Poꝛtingales domination. So that 
nowe the Spaniardes lay to the Poztingales chat ik they 
woulde beginne their 180. degrees from the fatve Capo 
verde, tu the intent they ſboulde ercenve moze twarde the o⸗ 
riente, and la to touche thoſe Jlandes of che ſpicerie of the 
Emperour, which is all that is betweene the two croſſes 
mape in this carde, that then the Flandes of Capo verde 
and the lande of Bꝛaſill that the Poztingales nowwe obtaine, 
is out ol che layde limitation, and that they are ofthe Empe⸗ 
yours. Oꝛiftheir 180. degrees they countfrom the 3 70. 
leagues beyonde the ſayde Capo verde, to include in it the 
fapde Alandes and landes of Bꝛaſill, then plainelp appea- 
rech thefaive 180. degrees ſhaulde finithe lange before thep 
171555 theſe Jlandes of the ſpicerie al the Emperour: As 

v this Carve pour Loynethippe may ſee. Fg their li⸗ 
mittes ſhuulde beginne at the 40. degrees, of this Carde, 


and ende at 1 60. degrees, where J haue made Guo litele 


marks ofthe compafte with rroſſes in them. Aal 
So that plainely it ſhoulde appeare by realon . that the 
Portingales Houle leaue theſe Jlandes ot Capo verde and 
Land of Bꝛalill, ikthey would haue part of the ſpicerie of the 
Emperaurs: o elſe holding theſe they haue no parte there. 
To this che Poꝛtingales ſay, that they will beginne cheir 
180. degrees from the ſelle ſame Capo verde: for that 
it mape extende fo muche moze towarde the oziente and 
touche cheſe Jlandes af che Emperours: and woulde 
winne chele Nandes of Capo verde and lande of Bꝛaſill ne- 
uer the lelſe, as a chinge that they pollellen before the cons 


ſent of this limitation w

kalliſted of late purpoſely. But nowe touching that your 
Ladechippe wrote, whether that which wee diſcouered tou⸗ 

cheth any thing the fozeſapde coaſteg: once it appeareth 
platnelp that the ewe founde lande that wee diſcouered is 


che englich men. all a mayne lande with the Indies occidentall, from whence

the emperour bath all the golde and pearles: and ſo continu: 
eth of coaſte moze then 5000, leagues of length, as by this 
Carde appeareth. F from che laide newe landes it pꝛo⸗ 
teedeth taward the vrcidẽt to the Andies, and from the Ju⸗ 
dies returneth towardthe onentye after turneth ſouthwarde 
vp till it come to the ſtraytes of Todos Danttas, whiche J 
reckon to bee moꝛe then Sooo. leagues. 
Do that to the Indians it ſhaulde feeme chat wee 
haue fore title, at leaſt that fox our dilcouering wee 
might trade thither as other dae. Vut alltzis we noching 
neere the ſpicerie. 
Nome then (ik from che ſayde newe founde landes the 


Eo male the Sea bee Mauigable,) there is no doubte, but fapling 


Nothwarde and pafling the pole deſcending to che cqul· 
noctiall lyne wee ſhall hitte theſe Jlandes, and it choulde 
bee muche moze ſhoꝛter way, then eyther che Spaniardes 
oz the Poztingales haue. az wee bee diſtaunt from the 
pole but 39 degrees, and from the pole to the Equinocttall 
bee o. the which added together bee 129. degrees, leagues 
2480. and myles 7440.

{rote not to pour Maieſtie( moſt Chni⸗ 
ſtian king) fince the time wee ſuffered 
82 the tempett in the Noth partes, of the 
. fuecelle ok the foure Ships, which pour 
Vel opatettic ſent forth to viſcouer nem lands 
8 by the Ocean, thinking pour Maieſtie 
had been alreadie pulp enkoꝛmed thereof, 
Nowe by theſe pꝛelents J will giue pour Maieſtie to vn⸗ 
derſtand, howe by the violence of the windes wee were fo3- 
ted with p two ſhips, the Norman and the Dolphin, in fuch 
euill cale as they were to lande in Britaine. Mhereakter 
wee had repaired them in all pointes as was neevefull and 
armed them very well, wee tooke our courſe a long by the 
coaſt of Spaine. Akterwardes with the Dolphin alone, 
wee determined to make dilcouerie of newe Countries, 
to pꝛolecute the nauigation wee had alreadie begun, which 
J purpole at this pꝛeſent to recount vnto pour Mateſtie to 
make manikeſt the whole proceeding of the matter, The 
17 of Januarie, the peere 1524. by the grace of God, wee 
departed from the diſhabited Nocke, by the Ille of Madera, 
appertaining to the king of Portingall. with fiftie men, wich 
victuals, weapon, and other ſhip, munition very well pꝛo⸗ 
uided and furniſhed for d. monethes: And ſayling weſtwards 
with a faire Eaſterly winde, in 25. dayes wee Tanne 500, 
leagues, and the 20. of Febzuar ie wer were overtaken with 
as ſharpe and terrible a tempeſt as euer any faplers ſuffe⸗ 
red: whereof with y diuine helpe € merrikull alliſtaunce of 
Anmightie God, and the goodneſſe of os chip e 
: 101

wich the geod bap of her fortunate name wee were deliue⸗ 
red, and with a pꝛoſperous wind kollowed our courte eſt 
€ by Moth. And in other 25. dayes wee made aboue 400. 
leagues more, where wee diſcouered a newe land neuer bes 
fone ſeene of any man either auncient oꝛ moderne, and at the 
firit light it ſeemed lomewhat lowe, but beeing within a 
quarter of a league of it, wee per ceiued by the great fiers 
that wee lawe by the Sea coaſte that it was inhabited: and 
fata that the lande ikretched to the South wards in ſeeking 
ſome conuenient harboꝛough whereby to come a lande, and 
haue knowledge of the place, wee ſayled ſiftie leagues in 
valne, and ſeeing the lande to runn ſtill to the Souchwards 
wee relolued to returne backe againe towardes the Noꝛth, 
where we found our lelues troubled with che like difficulty: 
at length beeing in deſpaire to finde any port, wee caſte 
anker vpon the coaſt, and ſent our Boate to ſhoꝛe, where we 
ſawe great ſtoꝛe of people which came to the Sea ſide, and 
leeing vs to approche they fled away, and lometimes would 
ſtande ſtill and looke backe, beholding vs with great admi⸗ 
ration: but after wardes beeing animated and allured with 
ſignes that wee made them, ſome of them came harde to the 
Sea five ſeeming to reioyce very muche at the light of vs, 
and marueiling greatly at our apparell, hape and whitenes, 
ſhewed vs by fundpy ſignes where wee might moſt commo⸗ 


dioully come a land with our Boat, offering vs alfo of their 


victuals to eate. Mowe J will bꝛiefly declare ta pour 
Maieſtie their like and manners, as farre as wee coulde 
baue notice thereok: hele people goe altogeather naked 
ercept only that they couer their pꝛiuie partes with certaine 
kinnes of beaſtes like vnto Marterns, which they faſten 
brite a narrowe girdle made of graſſe berpe artilicially 
wꝛought, banged about with tailes of diuers other beaſtes, 
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which rounde about their bodies hang dangling: downe to 


their knees. Some of them weare garlandes of byꝛdes 
feathers. The people are of colour ruſſet, and not 
much vnlike the Saracens, their hayze blacke, thicke — 

be gore ot 
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not very long, which they tye togeather in a knot behinde 
€ weare it lite a taile. They are wel featured intheir limbs, 
ok meane ſtature and commonly ſome what bigger then we, 
bꝛode heaſted, ſcrong armes, their legges and other partes 
pf their bodies well kalhioned, and they are dilligured in nse 
thing lauing that they haue ſome what bꝛode vilages, and pet 
not all of them: for wee lawe many of them well fauoured 
hauing blacke and great eyes, with a cheerefull and ſtedie 
looke, nat ſtrong of body pet tharpe witted, nymble and 
great runners, as karre as we coulde learne by experience, 
and in thole two lalt qualities they are like to the people 
of che Cal partes ok the wozlde, and eſpecially to them of 
the vttermolt partes of China, wee coulde not learne of 
this people their manner of liuing, nop their particuler cus 
ſtomes by reaſon ot 5ᷣ ſhoꝛt abode we made on the ſhoꝛe, our 
sompanie being but mall, and our (hip ryding karre of in 
the Dea. And not farre krom thele we kounde an other peo⸗ 
ple, whofe liuing wee thinke to bee like vnto theirs, (as 
heereakter J will declare bute pour Maieſtie,) ſhewing at 
this pꝛelent the ficuation and nature of the fozelaide lande: 
The ſhoꝛe is all couered with lmall lande, and fo alcendethz 
vywardes for the ſpace of fifteene foote rifing in forme of 
little hilles about fiftic pares bꝛoade. And fapling forwards 
wee founde certame [mall Riuers and armes of the Sea, 
that enter at certain creekes, waſhing the ſhoꝛe on both fines 
as the coaſt lyeth. And beponde this wee lawe the open 
Countrie riling in height aboue the landie ſhoꝛe with many 
fayze ſieldes and plaines, full of mightie great woovs, ſome 
verie thicke and fome thinne, repleniſhed wich diuers ſoztes 
ok trees, as pleaſaunt and delectable to beholde as is poſſible 
to imagine. And your Mateſtie may not thinke that cheſe 
are like the woodes of Hercinia 02 the wilde Des 
ſertes of Tartary, and the Moztherne Coaltes full 
Of fruitelelle trees: Wut full of Palme trees, Bey trees, 
and high Cypꝛeſſe trees, and many other loꝛteg of trees vn⸗ 
kuowne in Europe, which yeeld moft lweete lauours fare 
Kan ee ime te veoperie nh gk net cour not fegt 
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Foꝛ the caule afoꝛeſaide, and not fo any difficultie to palle 
though the woods: Seeing they are not fo thicke but 
that a man map paſſe thꝛough them. Meither doe wee 
thinke that they part taking of the Eaſt woꝛlde rounde a⸗ 
bout them are all ta geather botve of dzugs oz ſpicerie, 
and other richelle of golde, ſeeing che colour of the lande 
doth ſo much argue it. and the lande is kull of many beattes, 
as Stags, Deare and Bares, and likewile of Lakes and 
Pooles of Freſh water, with great plentie of foules, conue⸗ 
nient for all kinde of pleaſant game. This lande is in la⸗ 
titude 34. D. with good and hollome ayze, temperate, 
hetweene hot and colde, no vehement windes doe blowe 
in thoſe Regions, and thole that doe commonly raigne in 
thole Coates, are the Noꝛth elk and elt windes in 
the Sommer feafon, (in the beginning whereof wee were 
there) the ſkie cleere and faire with very little raine: and 
ik at any time the ayze bee cloudie and miſtie with the 
Sowtherne winde immediately it is dillolued and waxeth 
cleare and fayꝛe agayne. The Sea is caulme, not hops 
ſterous, the waues gentle, and although all the ſhoze 
bee ſomewhat lowe and with out harbozough: pet it is 
not daungerous to the ſaylers beeing free from rockes 
and deepe, ſo that within foure o fine foote of the ſhoze, there 
is twentie foote deepe ol water without ebbe oꝛ flood, the 
depth ſtill increaling in ſuch vnikoꝛme proportion. There 
is very good ryding at Sea: fo; any Ship beeing ſhaken 
in a tempeſt can neuer periſhe there by bꝛeaking of her cas 
bles, which wee haue pꝛoued by experince. Foz in the bes 
ginning of March(as is vſuall in all Regions) beeing in 
the Sea oppzeſſed with Moztherne windes and riding 
there, wee founde our anker bꝛoken befoze the earth fay⸗ 
led dz mooued at all. Tice departed from chis place 
Mill running a long the coatte, which we found to trende 
towarde the Eaſt, and wee ſaw euerie where verie great fis 
ers, by realon ofthe multitude of the inhabitants. Ahile we 
rode on that Coatte partlie betaule it had no harbopough, 
amd fon that wee wanted water, wee ſent our Boat a pas 
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with 25. men: where by reaſon of great and continual waues 
that beate againſt the ſhoꝛe, being an open coaſt, without 
fuccour none of our men coulde pollible goe a ſhoze without 
loofing our boate, Wie ſawe there many people which came 
vnto the ſhoꝛe, making diners lignes of friendſhip, and ſhew⸗ 
ing that they were concent wee ſhoulde come a lande, and by 
trial we found thẽ to be very courteous ¢ gentle as your ma⸗ Tonrteons and 
ieſtie hal vnderſtand by the ſuccelle. To the intent we might gentle peopie, 
lende them of our thinges, which the Indians commonly de⸗ 
fier and eſteeme as ſheetes ol Paper, glafles, belles, and 
ſuch like triles: lee ſent a poung man one of our Parri⸗ 
ners a ſhoze, who lwimming towards them, and being with: 
in 3,02 4. peards off the ſhade, not truſting them, calt the 
thinges vpon the ſhoze, leeking alterwardes to returne, hee 
was with luch violence of the waues beaten vpon the ſhoze, 
that he was fo bꝛuiled that hee lay there almoſt dead, whiche 
the Indians perceiuing, ranne to catche him, and dꝛawing 
him out they carried him a little way of from the fear The 
poung man perceiuing they caried him, beeing at the lirſt 
diſmaide, began then greatly to feare and cried out pitioully, 
likewile did the Indians which did accompanie him, going 
about to cheere him and giue him courage, and then letting 
him on the grounde at the foote ok a little hill againſt the 
ſunne, beganne to beholde him with great admir ation, mar⸗ 
ueiling at the whiteneſſe or his fleche: And putting of his 
clothes they made him warme at a great fire, not without 
dur great feare which remained in the boate, that hep would 
haue roſted him at that fire and haue eaten him. The poung 
man hauing recouered his frength , and having tapes a 
while wich them, ſhewed them by lignes that hee was deſi⸗ 
rous ta returne to the ſhippe: And they with great loue clap⸗ 
ping him kalt about wich many embꝛacings, atcompanping 
him vnto the ſea, and to put him in mode alſurauce, leauing 
him alone they went vnto a high grounde and ſtoode there, 
beholding him vntil he was entred into the boate. This pong 
man abſerued as we did allo, that theſe are of colsur ettclt- 
ning to Blacke as the other 1 20 with their flelhe vee 
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rie chining ok meane facture, handſome vilag, and dilirate 


limmes and ok verie little ſtrengthꝛbut of pꝛompt witte, far⸗ 
ther wee oblerued not. 


Departing from hence following the fhore which trene 


pen ſomewhat towarde the Porth in so,leagues ſpace, wee 
came to another lande which ſhewed much more faire and 


full ot woods, being very great, where we rode at Ancker, 
and that wee might haue ſome knowledge thereof, wee ſent 


20. men a lande, which entred into the countrep about two 
leagues, and they founde that the people were fledde to the 


woods foꝛ feare; they ſawe onely one olde woman with a 


poung maide of 18.02 20. yeeres olde, which ſeeing our com⸗ 
panie hid them ſelues in the gralle foꝛ keare, the olde woman 


caried two Infantes on her ſhoulders, and behinde her necke 


à childe of d. yeeres olde: the yong woman was laden likes 
wife with as many: but when our men came vnto them, the 
women cryed out, the olde woman made ſignes that the men 
were fled vnto the woods, as ſoone as they ſawe vs to quiet 
them and to winne their kauour, our men gave them ſuche 
victuals as they had with them to eate, which the old woman 
receiued thankkully: but the pong woman dildained them al, 
and chꝛewe them diſdamekully on the grounde, they tooke a 
childe krom the olde woman to bꝛing into Fraunce, and gos 
ing about to take the young woman which was berpe beaw⸗ 
tifull ¢ ok tal ſtature, they could not polſibly for p great out⸗ 
tries that chee made bing her to the lea, and eſpecially ha⸗ 
ting great woods to palſe though, and being karre from the 
hippe, wee purpoſed to leaue her behinde bearing away the 
childe onely. Elle found thole folkes to bee moze white than 
thofe that we founde before, being clad with certaine leaues 
P hang on boughes of trees, which they ſowe together with 
thieves of wilde hempe, their heads were trulled vp alter 
the fame manner as the foyer were, their oꝛdinarie 
foone is ok pulſe, whereof they haue great toe, ditlering in 
colour ¢ tafte frõ ours, ol good ¢ plalant taſte. Mozeouer 
they liue by liſhing ¢ fouling which they take with ginnes, 
and botoes made of hard wood the arrowes ol e 
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headed with the bones ok fiche and other bealtes. The beattes 
in thele parts are much wilder thẽ in our Europe, by reaſon 
they are continually chaled and hunted. lee lame many ol 
their boates made of one tree 20, foote long, and 4. foo te 
proade which are not made with Iron; oz ſtone, oꝛ any other 
kinde of metal, (becaule that in all this countrie for the {pace 
pf 200. leagues whiche we ranne, wee neuer fate one ſtone 
ok any fort):thep help themlelues with ye, burning fo much 


gkthe tree as is lullicient for the hollowneſſe of the boate, the 


like they dae in making the ſkerne and the fopeparte vntill it 
be lite to faile vpon the lea. The lande is in ſituation, good⸗ 
nelle and fairenes like the other:it hath woods like the other, 
thinne and lull ol diuers foxes of trees: but not lo ſweete bee 
caule the countrey is moje noꝛtherly and cold. 

Mee ſawe in this Countrey many Uines growing nas 
turally, which growing vp take hold ofthe trees as they do 
in Lombardie, w if by hulbandmen they were dꝛeſledin good 
onder, without all doubte they woulde peelde excellent 
wines: for wee hauing oftentpines {ene the kruite there⸗ 
okdzied, whiche was kweete and plealaunt, and not diffe: 
ring krom ours. ee doe thinke that they doe eſteeme 
the lame, becaule that in euery place where they growe, they 
take away the vnder bꝛaunches growing rounde about, that 
the kruite chereof may ripen the better. l 

We kound allo roles, violettes, lillies, and many fonts of 
herbes, and lweete and odozikerous flowers differ ent krom 
ours. Te knewe not their dwellinges, becaule they were 
karre vy in the lande, and wee iudge by manpe fignes that 
wee lawe, that they are of wood and ok trees framed toge⸗ 


ther. ' 
ee doe beleeue alfa by many coniectures and lignes, 
that many of them lleeping in the fteldes, haue no other cos 
ter then the open hye, Further knowledge haue wee nor 
ok them, we thinke p all the reſt whole countreys we palſed 
Tiue all after one manner, hauing ‘our aboade chꝛee dapes 
in this cuntrep riding on the coat for want of harbozoughs⸗ 
6 eg A4 we cos; 
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concluded to departe from thence, trending along the ſhoꝛe 
betweene the Moꝛth and the Cat, fapling onely in the day⸗ 
time, x riding at ancker by night in the {pace of roo leagues 
ſayling, wee founde a very plealant place, ficuated amongſt 
certaine litle ſteepe hilles : krom amiddeſt the which hilles 
there ran down into the lea a great ſtreame of water, which 
within the mouth was very deep, x from ſea to ß mouth of 
lame with the tyde which wee found to rife 8. foot, any great 
veſſell laden may paſle bp, 

But becaule wee rode at Ancker in a place well fenfey 
krom the winde, wee woulde not venture our lelues without 
knowledge ofthe place, and wee palled vp with our boate 
onely into the ſayde Riuer, and ſawe the Countrey very wel 


peopled. The people are almoſt like vnto the others, and clad 


with the kethers offoules ol diuers colours, they came to⸗ 


wardes vs very cherefully, making great ſhowtes of admi⸗ 


ration, ſhewing vs where we might come to lande molt fate: 
ly with our boate. Ne entred vp the laid river into the lande 
about halte a league, where it made a molt pleafant lake as 
bout 3. leagues in compalſe: on the which they rawed krom 
che one five to the other to the number of 30, of their ſmall 
boates: wherein were many people whiche palled from one 
ſhoꝛze to the other to come and ſee vs, and beholde vpon the 
ſodaine (as it is wont to fall out in ſayling) a contrarie flawe 
ol winde comming from the ſea, wee were enloꝛced to re⸗ 
turne to dur Shippe, leauing this lande to our great dil⸗ 


contentment, for the great commoditie and plealantneſſe 


thereof whiche wee luppole is not without fome rte 
ches, all the hills ſhewing minerall matters in thẽ. Ae wei- 
ed Ancker, and layled to warde the Catt, for fo the coaſt tren⸗ 
ded, and fo alwayes foꝛ 50. leagues being in the ſight theres

the lande of the Rodes, it was full of hilles couered with 
trees, well peopled, koꝛ we fatue fires all along the coalte, 
wee gaueche name of it, ol pour Maieſties mother, not ſtay⸗ 


ing there by realon of the weather being contrarie. ois 
An 
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And wee came ta another lande being 15 leagues diſtant 
fromthe Jlande, where wee founde a palling good hauen, 


in bei f The Conntrne 
wherein being entred we founde about 20. mall boates of 8 
the eapletnbich with divers cries and wondzings came a⸗ vo 5 5 


bout our ſhippe, comming no nerer then 50. paces towards 
vs they eee the artilicialneſſe of our Hip, our 
Shape e apparel,cha they al made a loud ſho bote together de⸗ 


dlaring that they reioyced: when we had ſomethiug anima⸗ 


tedthem bling their geaſteg, they came lo nere vs that wer 
caſt them Nein bels and glalles and many topes, whiche 
when they had receiued they Inokte on chem with laughing 
e came without keare abaꝛde cur fy. There were among it 
thele people 2. kings of fo goodly ſtature and ſhape as ts pofe 
fible to declare, the eldeſt was about 40 -peeres of ag the le⸗ 
tond was a yong man of 20. yerts old. Their apparell was 
on this maner the elder had vp his naked bodyaharts kin 
wzought ar tiftctalie with divers bꝛaunches like Damatke; 
his head was bare wich the haire tyed vp behinde with diuers 
knottes: About his necke he had a large chaine, garniſhed 
with diuers ſtones of ſundzie colours the poung man was 
almoſt appareled after the fame manner. This is the good 
lieſt people and ofthe faireſt conditions that wee haue found 
in this our voyage. They exceed vs in bignes, chey are of the 
colour of bꝛaſle, ſome of thé encline moꝛe to whitnes: others 
are of pellowe colour, of comely vilage with long ¢ blacke 
heire which they are very carefullto trim and decke vp, they 
are blacke and quicke eyed. J wzlte not to your Maieſtie, of 
the other parte ol their bodie, hauing all ſuche proportion ag 
appertayneth to anye handlome man. The women are 
ok the like conkozmitie and Beawtte, verie handlome and 
well fauoured, they are as well mannered and conti⸗ 
nente as anye women, of good education „ they are 
all naked ſaue their pꝛiuie partes whiche they couer with 
a Deares ſkinne bꝛaunched oy embꝛodered as the men vleꝛ 
there are allo of them whiche weare on their armes verie 
riche kinnes of leopardes, they adoꝛne their heades wih 
diuers oʒnamentes made ol their on heire, whiche hange 
ee ge 1 done 
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downe befoze on both tines their bꝛeltes, others vle other 
kinde ok dꝛelling them ſelues like vnto the women of Egypt 
and Syria, thele are of the elder ſoꝛte: and when they are 
married they weare diuers topes, accoꝛding to the vlage of 
the people ofthe Eaſt as well men as women. 

Among whom wee ſawe many plates of wrought coper, 
which they elteeme moze then golde, whiche forthe colour 
they make no accompt ok, fo; that among all other it is 
caunted the baleſt, they make mot accompt of Azure and 
red. The things that they eſteemed molt ok al thole which we 
gaue them were bels, criſtall of Aʒure colour, and other totes 
to hang at their cares op about their necke. They did not de⸗ 
fire cloch ok filke oꝛ of golde, muche lefte of any other forte, 
neither cared they for thinges made of ſteele and Jron, which 
wee often ſhewed them in our armour whiche they made no 
wonder at, and in beholding them they onely al ked the arte 
of making them: the like they did at our glalleg, which whe 
the behelde, they ſodainely laught and gaue them vs againe. 
They are very liberal for they giue that which they haue, we 
became great kriendes with thele, and one day wee entred in⸗ 
to the hauen with our ſhippe, where as befope wee rode a 
league of at ſea by reafon of the contrary weather. They 
came in great companies of their ſmall boates vnto the ſhip 
with their faces all be painted with diuers colours, ſhewing 
vs p it was a ſigne ol ioy, bꝛinging vs of their victuals, they 
made fignes vnto vs where wee might ſafeſt ride in the has 
uen for the ſafegarde of our ſhippe keeping ſtill our compas 
nie: and after we were come to an Ancker, we beſtowed ff 
teene dayes in pꝛouiding our ſelues many neceflary things, 
whether euery day the people repayꝛed to ſee dur ſhip bꝛing⸗ 
ing their wiues with them, whereof they are very ielous: 
and they themſelues entring abꝛode the ſhippe and ſtayinge 
there a good ſpace, cauſed their wiues to fav in their boates, 
and for al the intreatie we could make, offering to giue them 
diuers things, we could neuer obtaine that they would ſuffer 
chem to come aboꝛde our ſhiy. And oftentimes. one ofthe 
two kings comming with his queene, and many gentlemen 
lo their plealure to {ee v, chey all ſtaxed on y hope two hun⸗ 
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Men paces fri he, fending afinal boate to giue vs intelligẽte 
oftheir comming laying they would come to fee our ſhippe, 
this they did in token ok lafetye, and alloone as they had an · 
ſwere from vs they came immediatly, and hauing ſtaped a 
while to beholde it, they wondered at hearing the cryes and 
noyes ofthe marriners. The gueene and her maids ſtay ed in 
a very light boate, at an Aland a quarter ok a leage off, while 
the king above a long ſpace in our ſhip vttering diuers con⸗ 
ceites with gealtures, viewing with great admiration, 
all che furniture of the chippe, demaunding the pꝛopertie of 
euerie thing perticularly. Be tooke likewile great pleaſure 
in beholding our apparell. and in taſting our meates, and ſo 
courteauſly taking his leaue departed. And ſometimes our 
men ſtapiug for two 0 thꝛee dayes on alitle Jlande nere the 
ſhip for diuers neceflartes,(ag it is p vle of feamen) he retur⸗ 
ned with 7.02 8. ofhis gentlemen to lee what wee did, and al⸗ 
kev of vs oft times il wer meant to make any long aboabe 
there, ofkering vs of their pꝛouiſion: then the king dꝛawing 
his bowe and running vp and downe with his gentlemen, 
made much (porte to gratifie our men, wee were oftentimes 
within the lande 5.02 l. leagues, which we found as pleafanc 
às is pollible ta declare very apt fo any kinde ok hulbandꝛx 
ok coʒne, wine and ople: for that there are plaines 25.07 30 
leagues oad, open and without any unpediment of trees 
of! fuch fruitfulnelle, that any leede being lowne therein, will 
bring forth moſt excellent fruite. Te entred afterwards ine 
tothe woods which wee found fo great and thicke, that anx 
armie were it neuer ſo great might haue hid it felfe therein, 
the trees wher eok are okes, cipꝛes trees, and other fortes vn⸗ 
knowen in Europe. de found omi app, Damlon trees, 
and Nutte trees, and many other ſoꝛts of fruits differing frõ 
durs:there are beaſts in great abundance, as hartes, deares, 
leopardes, and other kinds which they take wich their nets 
bowes which are their chieke weapons, the arrowes whiche 
they vle are made with great cunning, and in ſteade ok iron, 
they head them with ſmeriglio, th iafper ſtone, ¢ hard mar⸗ 
ble x other Sharp tones which they vle in Mead ol iron to cue 
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trees, and make their boates of one whole piece of wood, mas 
king it hollowe with great and wonderfull art, wherein 10. 
oz 12. men may bee comodtoullp, their cares are ſhoꝛte and 
bꝛoad at the ende, and they vle them in the fea without anpe 
daunger, and by maine force of armes, with as great ſpeedi⸗ 
neſſe as they litte them ſelueg. Ne fawe their houſes made 
in circuler oꝛ rounde fourme 10. oꝛ 12. foote in compaſſe, 
made with halfe circles of timber, leperate one from anos 
ther without any oꝛder of building, couered with mattes of 
ſtrawe wꝛought cunningly tagether, which ſaue them from 
the winde and raine, and it they had the oꝛder of building and 
perfect lkil ot woꝛkmãſhip as we haue: there were na doubt 
but pᷣ they would allo make eftfoones great and ſtately buil⸗ 
dings. Foꝛ all che fea coaſtes are full of cleare and gliſtering 
ſtones, and alablaſter, and therefore it is full of good hauens 
and harbarours for hips. They mooue the forelaide houſes 
from one place to another accoꝛding to the commoditie ok 
the place and ſeaſon wherein they will make their aboade, 


and only taking of the couer, they haue other houſes buildedd 


incontinent. The father and the whole familie dwell tones 
ther in one houſe in great number: in ſome of them we fae 
25.0230, perſons. They feede as the other due afopefaive ol 
pulfe whiche doe growe in that countrep with better oder 
of hulbandꝛy thẽ in che others. They oblerue in their ſowing 
the courle ofthe Moone and the riling of certaine ſtarres, 
and diuers other cuſtomes (poker of by antiquitie. Mozeo⸗ 
ner, they liue by hunting and fiſhing. they liue long, and are 
ſeldome ſicke, and if they chaunce to fall ficke at any time, 
they heale them ſelues with fire without any philition, and 
they lay that they die for very age. They are very pitiful and 
charitable towardes their neighbours, they make great la⸗ 
mentation in their aduerlitie in their miferte,the kinred 
recken vp all their felicitie at their departure out of life they 
vſe mourning mixt th finging, w continuethkoꝛ alog ſpace. 
This is almüch as wee coulde learne of them. This lande is 
Atuated in the Paralele of Rome, in 41. degrees chin 
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but lomewhat moze colde by accidentall caufe and not 
of nature, (as J will declare vnto pour highneſle els where) 
velcribing at this pꝛelent the ſituation of che foꝛelaide coun 
trie, which lyeth Caſt and (Cet, J fap that the mouth of the 
hauen lyeth open to the Bouch halle a league hꝛoade, and 
being entt ed within it betweene the Catt and the Month, it 
ſtretcheth twelue leagues: where it waxech bꝛoder and bꝛo⸗ 
der, and maketh a gulke aboute 20. leagues in compaſſe, 
wherein are fine fall Illandes very fruitlull and pleafant, 
full ok hie and bꝛoade trees, among the which Jlandes, anp 
great Nauie may ryde fate without any feare of tempelt oz 
other daunger. Afterwardes turning towards the South 
and in the entring into the Hauen on both lides there are 
moſt plealant hilles, wich many rivers ok moſt cleere water 
falling into the Sea. 
In the middeſt of this entraunce there is a rock of free 
ſtone growing by nature apt to builde any Caſtle oꝛ Foz⸗ 
treſſe there koꝛ p keeping ok the hauen. The lift of May be⸗ 
ing furniſhed with all thinges necellarie we departed from 
platy Coaſt keeping along in the fight thereof, ¢ we faplen : 
150 leagues finding it all wayes after one manner: but the 
lande lomewhat higher with certaine mountaines all which 
beare a ſhewe of minerall matter, wee ſought nat to lande 
there in any place, becaule the weather ſerued our turne fo 
Sapling: but wee luppole that it was like to the former the 
Coaſt ranne Eaſtward for the {pace of fiftie leagues. And 
trending akterwardeg the Nozth. wee founde another lande 
high full of thicke woods, the trees whereof were ftrres, Ci⸗ 
prelles and {uch like as are want to growe in colde Couns 
tries, The people differ much krom the other, x looke how 
much the former feemed to be courteous and gentle:ſomuch 
were theſe fullof rudeneſſe and ill manners, and ſ barba⸗ 
rous that by no ſignes that euer wee coulde make, wee could 
haue any kinde of tralficke wich them. They cloth thẽſelues 
with Bear es ſkinnes and Leopardes and ſealles and other 
beaſtes ſkinnes. Their foove as farre as wee coulde per ⸗ 
uf * BS 1 cieue, 
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coiue,repaping often vnto their dwellings wee fuppofe ta 
bee by hunting and fiſhing and of certame fruites, which are 


a kinde of rootes, which the earth yeeldeth of her owne ac⸗ 
cod. They haue no graine, neither lawe wee any kinde oz 
figne oktyllage, neither is the lande, loz the barrennes thers 
of apt to beare frute op ſeed. It at any time we deſired by ex⸗ 
chaunge to haue any ok their tommodities, they vſed to come 
to the Sea ſhoze vpon certaine craggie rocks, and wee ſtan⸗ 


ding in our Boats, they let downe with a rope what it plea⸗ 


ſed them to give vs, crying continually that wee ſhould not 
appꝛoch to the lande, demanding immediately the exchange 
taking nothing but kniues, lilhookes and tooles to cut with⸗ 
all, neither did they make any account of our curteſie. And 
when we had nothing left to exchange with them, when we 
Departed from them the people ſhewed all fignes of diſcour⸗ 
tefie and diſdaine, as was polſible fox any creature to inuent. 
Wee were in deſpight of them two oz thꝛee leagues within 
the lande, being in number 25 ,armed men of vs: And when 
wee went on ſhoze they thot at vs with their bowes making 
great outcries, and akterwardes fled into the woods. Cee 
kounde not in this lande any thing notable, oꝛ of impoztance, 


fauing very great woods and certaine hilles,. they may haue 


ſome mynerall matter in them, becaule wee fave many of 
thé haue beadſtones of Copper hanging at their cares. Ute 
departed from thence keeping our courte IRopth Catt along 
the caatte, which wee kounde moze plealant champion 
and without woods, with high mountaines within the lande 
continuing directly along the coaſt fo the ſpace of fiftte 
leagues, wee dilcouered 32. Nelandes lying all neare the 
lande, being ſmall and pleafant to the viewe, high and hae 
uing many turnings and windings betwene chem, making 
many kapꝛe harbonougbes and chanels as they doe in the 
goulfe of Venice in Saluonia, and Dalmatia, wee had no 


knowledge oz acquaintance with che people: wee ſuppoſe 


they are of the fame maners and nature that the others are. 


Sapling Nozthealt fox the lyace of 150. leagues we = 
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rhed to the lande chat in times palt was dilcouered by the 3 
Britons, which is in fiftie degrees, Vauing now ſpent all dur 
pꝛouiſion and victuals, and hauing diſtouered about 700, 
leagues and move of newe Countries, and being furgiſhed 
with CUHater and Todd wee concluded to returne into 
Frauncee vt . 

Touching che religion of this people, which wee haue 
founde for want of their language we could not vnderſtand 
neither by fignes noꝛ geſture that they had any religion oꝛ 
late at all,or that they did acknowledge anyfirſt caule oz 
mouer, neither that they wozſhip the heauen oꝛ ſtarres the 
Sunne oz Moone op other Planets, and much leſle whe⸗ 
ther they bee idolaters, neither coulde wee learne whecher 
that they blen any kinde of Sacrifices oꝛ other adozations, 
neither in their villages haue they any Temples oz houles 
ol paper. le ſuppole that they haue no religion at all, 
and p they liue at their owne libertie. And p all this pꝛocee⸗ 
deth okignoꝛance oz that they are very ealie to bee perſua⸗ 
ded: and all that they lee vs Chꝛiſtians doe in our diuine ſer⸗ 
me they i the ſame with the like imitation as they fawe 
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V The difcouerte of. the Iles of Frif« 
land, Iſeland, Engroueland, Eſtotiland, Drogeo and 
Taria, made by AMA. Nicolas Zeno, Knight, and M. An- 
f f tonio his brother, . af 


the pere of our Lom I 200. 


nice a famous Gentleman, na ⸗ 
med M. Marino Zeno, who fox 
bis great vertue and fingular 
wiſedome, was called and elece 
ted gouernour in certain com⸗ 
mon wealches of Italy, in the 
apminiſtration whereof her 
N hore himlelke fo diſcreetly, that 
hee was beloued of all men, and his name greatly reueren⸗ 
red of thoſe that neuer knewe oꝛ ſawe his perfon. And a’ 
mong lundꝛie his worthie woz kes, this is recoꝛded of him, 


that hee pacified certaine greeuous ciuile dillentions that 
atofe among the Cittzens of Verona: whereas other wiſe il 


by his graue aduiſe and great diligence, they had not bene 
pꝛeuented, che matter was likely to bꝛeake out in hot hotles 
of warre. Dee was the firſt Agent that the common wealth 
of Venice kept in Conſtantinople in the peeve 1205. quan- 


do mera patrona, conli baroni fracef, This Gentleman 
had a fonne named M. Pietro, who was the father of the 


Duke Rinieri, which Duke dying with out illue, mane his 


There was in the Citie ol ve⸗ 


beyze M. Andrea, the ſonne af M. Marco his bother. This 


M. Andrea was captaine generall and Pꝛocuratoꝛ, & man 
af great reputation fo many rare partes, that were in him. 
Me had a ſonne M. Rinieri, a wozthie Senatour and pꝛu⸗ 
dent Councellour: Ok whom delcende M. Pietro Gente 
tall of the league of the Chꝛiſtians againſt the Turkes, who 
was called Dragon , foꝛu that in his armes hee bare a 
Dragon. Pee was father to M. Carlo the famous 
Hꝛocurato; and Senerall againſte the Se 


Morum bega: 
‘thofecrucl warres, when as almoſt all the chiefe pꝛinten 
of Europe did oppugne and feck to oucrthpow our Empire 
and libertie, where by his great valiancie and pꝛoweſſe like 
an other Furius Camillus, he deliuered his Countrie from 
the pꝛelent perill it was in, being readie to become a pꝛay e 
ſpople vnto the enemie, wherefore hee was after warde lur⸗ 
named, che Lion, and foz an eternall remembrance of his foꝛ⸗ 
titude and valiant exploits he gaue the Lion in his armes. 
M. Carlo had tua bꝛethꝛen, M. Nicolo, the knight & Anto- 
nio,the father M. Dragon, ot whom iſſurd M. Caterino, the 
father ol M. Pietro, this M. Pietro had ſonnes M. Ca- 
terino, that dyed the laſt yeere, M. Franciſco, M. Carlo, M. 
Battiſta, and M. Vincenzo · That M. Caterino was father to 
M. Nicolo, that is pet liuing. Mom M. Nicolo, the knight, 
being a man of great courage and very nobly minded, after 
this fozelaide warre of Genoua, that troubled fo our pꝛede⸗ 
ceſſaurs, entred into a wonderfull great deſire and fanſie to 
ſee the kaſhions of the woꝛld, and to trauaile, and to acquaint 
himſelke with the manners of fundip nations & learne their 
languages, wherby alterwards bps occalions hee might be 
ͥ better able to do leruice to his coũtrie purchale to him⸗ 
felfe credite e honoꝛ. Mher foꝛe hee cauled a ſhippe to bes 
made € hauing furniſher her at his proper charges (as hee 
was very wealthie) hee departed out of our Seas € palling 
the ſtraites of Gibralterra, he ſailed fon certaine dayes bpon 
Ocean keeping his courle ſtil to ß Moꝛthwards, Wintent 
to ſee England and Flaunders, Vlhere being alſaulted in 
thole Seas by a terrible tempeſt, was lo tolled for the ſpace 
of many dayes with the Sea and winde that hee knewe not 
where hee was, till at length hee dilcauered lande, and not 
beeing able any longer to ſuſtaine the violence of the tem⸗ Che win olg. 
Pelt the hip was caſt away vpon the Wile of Frifeland, The N. tno cal ae 
men were faued, and mot part of the goods that were in the fand in ee 
Ship. And this was in the peeve 1380. The inhabitants 13 80. ue 
okthe Aland came running in great multitudes tb weapons 
to ſet vpon M. Nicolo and his men, who beeing ſoze wether 
eaten and ouerlaboured at er not knowing in what 
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dert ol the woꝛlde they were, were not able to male auy re 
fitaunce at all, much lelle co defende them lelues couragt⸗ 
oully, as it behooued them in luch dangerous cafe, And 
they ſhoulde haue beene daubtlelle very dilcourteoully ens 
treated and cruelly handeled, ik by good hap there had not 
been hard by the place a pꝛince with armed people. ho 
vnderſtanding, that there was euen at that pꝛeſent a great 
ſhip caſt away vpon the Aland, came running at the noyſe 
and outeries that they made againſt our pooze Mariners, 
Aluraine And dꝛiuing away the inhabitants, ſpake in latine and alked 
pꝛince hapning them what they were and from wohence they came, and per⸗ 
ia be in Frillãd ceiuing p they were Italtans, x all of one Countrie, he was 
atten 80 Zeno lurpꝛiled with maruellous great ioy. Uitherefore promt 
lufkered hip: ling thẽall, that they ſboulde receiue no diſtourteſie, and that 
rack, there they were come into a place where they ſhoulde bee well bs 
A 8 1 led and very welcome, he too ke them into his pꝛotection bps 
* on his faith. This was a great Low and poſleſled certaine 
Ilands called Porland, lying one the Southſide of Frifland 
being p richeſt and moſt populous of all thoſe partes , his 
Zichmni pꝛinte name was Zichmni: ¢ beſide the ſaid little lands, he was 
of Payland or Duke of Sorani, lying within the land towards Scotland. 
e of oft. Of thele Noꝛth partes Athouahe gaod to dꝛaw the copie or 
a Dea carve, which amongeſt other antiquities, J haue in 
my houſe, which although tt be rotten though many peres: 
pet it falleth out indifferent well, and to thoſe that are dee 
lighted in thele things it may lerue foꝛ ſome light to the vn⸗ 

derſtanding of that, which without it cannot fo eafilp be con⸗ 
eeiued. ⁊ichmni being Looe of thoſe Seignozies (as is 
laid) was a very warlike and valiant man ¢ aboue al things 
famous in Sea cauſes. And hauing this yeere before ats 
rien the üen the ouerthꝛowe to the king of Norway, who was Loy 
hing of oy Of the Jlande, beeing defiroug to winne fame by keates of 
warts. armes, was come on land with his mẽ to give the attẽpt, for 
5 winning of Frifland which is an land much bigger then 
Ireland. Aherefoze ſeeing that M. Nicolo was a mi ot 
ludgement and dilcretion, and very expert both in Sea mate 
ters and martial affaires, her gaue him commilllon to goe 
Wood his nauie with all his men, charging the captaine to 
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bondur him and in all things to ble his tounlalle. This 
Nauie of Zichmni was of thirteene belſels, wherol two one 
{p were with bares the reſt fall barkes, and one hip with 
the which they ſapled to the Wieltwardes and with little 
paines wonne Ledouo and Ilofe and diuers other ſmall A. 
landes and turning into a bap called Sudero, in the hauen of 
the towne named Sanestol they tooke certaine mall Barks 
ladeu with lalt fiſh. And heere they founve Zichmni, who 
came by land with his armie conquering all the countrie as 
he went they tated here but a while but held on their courſe 
to the Meſtwards till they came to the other Cape of the 
goulfe oꝛ bap, then turning againe they found certaine Flee 
landes and bꝛoken landes kabich they reduced all onto the 
Seignozie and pollelſion of Zichmni, Thele Seas foꝛ as 
much as they lapled, were in maner nothing but ſholds and 
rocks, in ſoꝛt that it M. Nicolo and the venetian mariners 
had not beene their Pilots, the whole Kleete in ludgement 
ok all that were in it, had been taſt awap, lo final was p Tkill 
of Zichmnis men inrefpectof ours, who had been trained 
vp in the art and pꝛactile of nauigation all the dates of their 
life. ow the Fleete hauing doone ſuch things, (as is decla⸗ 
ted) 5 Captaine by che counſel of M. Vicolo, determined to 
goe a lande at a towne called Bondendon, to vnderſtande 
what fucceffe Zichmni had in his warres, where they heard 
to their great content, that he had fought a great battaile end 
put to flight the armie of his enemie: by reaſon of which vic⸗ 
tozie they ſent Emballadours from all partes of the Jlande 
to peeld the countrie vp into his handes, taking down their 
enleignes in euery towne and caltell: They thought goo 
to fap in that place koꝛ his comming, being reported fo2 cere 
taine that he would bee there very ſhoztly. At his comming 
there was great congratulatiõ and manp ſignes of gladnes 
thewen, as wel foz the bictopic by lande as fop that by Sea, 
forthe which the venetians were honoured x extolled of all 
in lüch Cort p there was tro talke but of them and of ß 
great valour of M. Vicolo. Mherfoꝛe che Prince who was 
_ great fauourer ol baliant * and efpecially of thole tas 
98 2 c.ꝙ̃) ) ¹ulde 
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rould behaue them ſelues well at the Ses, cauſed M. Nico 
lo to bee bought befoꝛe him, and after bauing commended 
bim with many honourable ſpeeches, and pꝛapled his great 
induſtrie and dexterie ol wit, by the which, he acknowledged 
himſelke to haue receiued an ineſtimable benefite as the fa: 
uing ok his Fleece and the winning ol manx places, he made 
N Jem, madt him Knight, and rewarded his men with many riche and 
Zehn. bountikull giktes: Then departing fram thence they went 
1 in triumphing maner towardes Frifeland,the chiek Citie ok 
Sbips laden B SHlanve,fituate on the Southelt five of the Ille within a 
with fich at frite goult, (as there are very many in that Jland). In this goulle 
landto Flaun· op hay there is ſuch great abundance of liſh taken, that many 
eae ach thips are laden cherewith to ſerue Flaunders,Britaine,Engs 
land, Aorway, land, Scotland, Norway and Denmarke, and by this trade 
and Denmark. they gather great wealth. 

But * . And thus much is taken out of a letter, that M. Nicolo 
Ar ee ſent vnto M. Antonio his hother, requeſting him that hee 
A letter Cent by woulde ſeeke ſome meanes to come to him. Mherekoze 
se hee, who had as great delire to trauaile as his mother, 
pay: rece te bought a Ship, and directing his courſe that way, after hee 
Antonia in had layled a great while and eſcaped many dangers, hee ar⸗ 
entce. riued at length in laketie wich M. Nicolo, who receined him 
Su of she Hee very iopfullp,for that hee was his bꝛother not only in flethe 
and blood, but alfo in valour and good qualiticg. M. An- 
tonio remained in Friſelande and dwelt there for the {pace 
ol fourteene peeres, fours peeres with M. Nicolo, and ten 
preres alone. There they tame into ſuch grace and far, 

uour wich che Pꝛince, that hee made M. Nicolo, 
ok his Mauie, æ wich great preparation. of warre they were 
ſent foorth for the enterpꝛiſe of Eſllande, which lyeth vpon 
che coaſte betweene Frileland and Norway, where they din 
many dõmages, but hearing that the king ol Norway was 
comming towardes them with a great Fleet, then neparten 
Wan fer le Aaa pep were miu vpö certain 
Wolves. here great part oftheir Ms were ral auapeß 
elt were laued bya Grilland eee 
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She king of Norway his fleete being taken wich the fanie 
ſtoꝛme, di vtter ly periſhe in thole ſeas. LAhereof Zichmni 
hauing notice, by a ſhippe of his enemies, that was calt by 
chaunce vpon Grifland, Mauing repayꝛed his fleete, and 
perceyuing him felfe noꝛtherly neere vnto the Illandes, Dee 
termined ta let vpon Illande, which together with the re 
was ſubiect to the king of Norway: Fut he founde the coune- 
trep ſo well foꝛtiſted and defended, chat his fleete being lo 
ſmall and very ill appointed both ol weapons and men bee 
was gladde to retire. And lo hee left that enterpꝛiſe with ⸗ 
out perkourming any thing at all, and in the fame chanelles 
he alſaulted p other Jles called the Allands, which are ſeuen 
Talas, Broas, Iſcant, Trans, Mimant, Dambere, & Bres, 
aud hauing ſpoyled them all, hee built a koꝛt in Bres, where 
he left M. Nicolo, wich certaine mall bar kes and men and 
munition. And nowe thinking he had done well fox this vop⸗ 
age, with cote fewe ſhippes which were left her returnen 
into Friellande. N. Nicolo remapning nowe in Bres Dee 
termined vpon a time to goe foꝛth and diſcouer lande, where⸗ 
foze arming out their [mall barkes in the moneth ok Iuly, he Engronclarde. 
fapled to the Moꝛthwardes; and arriued in Eügroue lande. haere! Eu: 
There he founde a monattery of Fryerz ofthe oder ofthe: m. 

Piedicators, and a hurch dedicated to S. Thomas harde 
by a hill, that raſteth forth fire, like Veſuuius and Etna. 
There is a fountayne of hot burning water with the whiche 
they heate the Churche of che monafteric and the Fryers” 
chambers it commeth allo into che kitchen fo bopling hotte, 

t thep vle no other fire to dꝛeſle their meate, and putting 
their bead into Halle pottes without any water „it doeh 
bake. as it were in a hot ouen. They haue alſo ſmall gare 
dens, couer ed ouer in che winter time, which being watered 
with this water are Defended from the force of the ſnowe 
and colde, which in thole parte being ſituate karre under the 
pole. is very extreme: and by this meanes they provuce fos A notadit er / 
wers and kruites and herbes ol ſundzie ſoꝛtes, euen as in o ⸗ 
ther temperate countreys in their feafons in ſuche ſoxte chat 
the rude and ſauage people or thoſe partes ſeting chele fis 
30 da G3, pernaturall 
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pernaturall elkectes doe take thole Frierg for Sods, and 
bring them many prefentes as chickens, fleſhe and diuers ox 
Cher thinges, and haue them all in great reuerence as ope, 
Mhen the kroſt and {howe is great, they heate cheir houſes 
in maner bekoꝛe laid, and will by letting in the water op ope⸗ 
ning the windowes,temper the heate and colde at their pleas 
fire. In v buildings of the monaſtery they vſe na other mate 
ter but that which is miniſtred onto chem by the fire, for they 
take the burning ſtones, that are caſt out as it were ſparkles 
op ceindres at the firie mouth okthehill, and when they are 
moſt enflamed, caſt water vpon them, wherby they are diſſol· 
ued and become excellẽt white lime and ſotough chat being 
contriued in building it latteth fo euer. And the very ſpar⸗ 
kleg after the fire is out of them do ſerue in ſteede of tones to 
make walles and vautes: foꝛ being once colde they will nes 
wer dillolue oꝛ bꝛeake except they be cut with ſome ird toole, 
and the vautes that are made of them are lo light that they 
need no ſuſtentacle oꝛ pꝛoppe to holde them vp, and they wil 
endure continually very fapre and whole. By reaſon of hele 
great commodities the friers haue made there fo many buil⸗ 
dings and walles chat it is a wonder to ſee. The couerts oꝛ 


rookes of their houſes for the moſt part are made in this ma⸗ 


ner, lürſt they raple the wall vp to his full height, then they 
make it enclining op bowing in by litle and litle in fopme of 


a baute. But they are not greatly troubled with raine in 


choſe partes, fo that, by realon of the pole op colve climate, 


che firtt ſnowe being falne it thawech no more foꝛche ſpace of 


nine moneths, for ſo long vureththeir winter. They feede 
ol the fleſhe of wilde beatkes & of fith,fo2 where as the warme 
water fallech into the fea, there is a large and wide hauen. 
which by reafon ofthe heate ofthe water, doeth neuer kreeze 
all the winter, by meanes whereof there is ſuche concourſe 
and flocks of lea foule and fuch aboundance of fithe,that they 
take chereof infinite multitudes, whereby they maintavne a 
great number of people rounde about vohiche they keepe in 
continuale wozke, boch in building and taking of foules and 
ſiſhe, and in a iyouanve uther necet tari akuten an bag

about the monaſterie. rd Se 
ALheir houles are butilte about the hill on euer five, in 
ſourme raunde, and 25. foote bꝛoade, and in mounting vp⸗ 
wardes thep goe narower and narower, leauing at the toppe 
à litle hole, whereat the apꝛe tommeth in, to giue light to 
the haule, and the floze of the houle is fo hot, that being with⸗ 
inthey feele no colde at all, Hither in the ſommer time come T. de in tem 
many bar kes from the Jlands there about, ¢ from the Cape mer time from 
aboue Norway and from Trondon. And bzing to the Friers 5 5 1 B. 
Ammer things that may be defied, taking in change there⸗ In Justo 
ok liſhe which they nie in the ſunne oz in the colde, and ſkins ; 
ofdiuers kindes of beattes, Foꝛ the which they haue wood to 
burne and timber verie artificially carued, and cozne ¢ cloth 
to make them apparell. Foz in change of the two koꝛelaydt 
tommodities all the nations bozdering rounde about them 
touet to trafficke with them, and lo they without any trauell 
in expences haue that which they delire. To this monalterie 
relozt Friers of Norway, of Suetia and of other countreys Retort of fiers 
but the moſt part are ok the Illandes. There are continually a Porway & 
that part many barkes, whiche are kept in there by realon du nagen 
ofthe lea being frozen, wapting for the feafon of the peere to Ingroutlande 
dillolue the Ice. The fthers boates are made like vnto a wee called S. THE, 
ners ſhuttle, taking the {king ol liſhes, they kaſhiõ them with i 
the bones of the ſame ſtſhes, and ſowing the together in ma⸗ 50m sr 
ny Doubles they make them fo lure and ſubſtanciall, that it is 
miraculous to ſee, how in tempeſts they will ſhut thẽſelues 
cloſe within and let the fea and winde carrie them, they care 
not whether, without any feare eyther ol laeaking oz do w⸗ 
ning. And ik they chance to bedpinen vpõ any rocks, they re⸗ 
maine founde, without the leaſt bzule in the woꝛlde: And they 
haue as it were a ileeuc in the bottome which is tied faſt inp 
middle, æ when there cõmeth any water into their boat, they 
put it into the one halte of p ſleeue. thẽ faltning p ende olit W 
two peeces of wood and laaling p band beneath they conuey 
the water forth of the boate:and this they doe as often as they 
haue occaſton without any perill oꝛ impediment at all. 
PMogeouer, the water of che monaſterie being ok lulphuriaus 
i C4 a5 
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n inimffone nature is conueyed into the lodginges of thes 
pꝛincipall Friers by certaine veſlels of halle, tinne oz fone 
fo hotte chat it heateth the place as it were a ſtowe, not carry⸗ 
ing wich it any ſtinke oꝛ other noyſome ſmell. a 1 
Beſides this they haue another conueyance to bzing 
hot water with a wall vnder the ground tothe ende it ſhould 
not kreeſe, vnto the middle of the court, where it kallethin⸗ 
tu a great veſlel of halle, that ſtandeth in the middle ofa bon ⸗ 
ling kountayne, and this is to heate their water to dꝛinke and 
to water their gardens, and thus they haue from the hill che 
greateſt commodities that may be wilbed, and lo theſe Frp⸗ 
ers emplay all their trauaile and ſtudie for the moſt part in 
trinnning their garding and in making faire and beawtifull 
buildings and elpecially handlome and commodious, neps 
ther are they deſtitute ok ingenious and painefull artiſtcers 
fox the purpole, foꝛ they giue very large payment, and ea 
them that bꝛing them kruites and leedes they are very boun⸗ 
tifull and giue they cave not what. Do that there is great 
roſozt ot woꝛkemen and maiſters in duers faculties, byreas 
fon ofthe good gaines and large allowance that is there. 
Ju chetmonatias The mot of chem ſpeake the Latin tongue, and elperially ö 
tie S. Thomas the ſuperiours and pzincipalls ol the monaſterie. And this 
not ofthem is as niuche as is knowen of Engrouelande, which is all by 
+ ean the latin the relation al M. Nicolo, who maketh allo particular bee 
ennt the wel feription ofa riuer, chat he dilrouered, as is to be ſeene in 
tester, the carde that J ewe. And in the ende M. Nicolo not be⸗ 
ing vſed and acquamecd with thele cruell coldes, fell ſicke, 
and alitle while after returned into Friflande, where he dpe 
ed Me left behinde him in Venice two lonnes, M. Giouanni 
and M. Toma, ago had two ſonnes M. Nicolo, the father of 
che famous Cardinal Zeno, and M. Pietro of wham deſcen⸗

2 dien in Nam M. Nicolo being dead, V. Actonio ſucceeded him bot 
Feidaudt. in his goods and in his dignities ¢ honour, and albeit he at

that dwelt there abouts, making lignes vnto the other with 
fire and finoke, put them lelues pꝛeſently in armes and the 
other comming to them, they came al running downe to the 
Sea lide vpon our men, with bawes and arromes and other 
weapons, that many were flaine and Divers fore wounded, 
And we made ſignes of peace vnto them, but it was to no 
purpole, foꝛ their rage encreaſed moze and moꝛe, as though 
they hw fought koꝛ like and living, Therefoze wee were 
forced ta Depart and to faple along in a great circuite about 
the Jland, being alwaies accompanied vpon the hil toys and 
Jninite multi · the Sea coaſt wich an infinite multitude of armed men, and 
“tape of armed fo doubling the Cape ok the Mand towardeg the Moꝛth, wer 
wen in Acaria found many great ſholdes amongſt the which foꝛ the lpace oe 
ten daies we were in continual danger of loofing our whole 
Fleete, but that it plealed God all that while to ſend vs very 
faire weather. TUherefoꝛe proceening on till we came to z 
Ealt cape, ue fawe the inhabitaunts ſtill on the hill tops € 
by the Sea coal keepe with vs, and in mabing great outs 
cries ſhooting at vs a karre ok they vttered their olde fies 
fullaffection towards va. Therefore we vetermined ta 
ſtay in lome fafe harboꝛough, and lee if we might ſpeak once 
|| againe withthe Hlander, but our determination was fru⸗ 
| firate,for the people moꝛe like vnto beaſtes than men, ſtood 
continually in armes th intent to beat vs backe, if we ſhould 
2 come on lande. Therefore Zichmni ſeeing hee coulde 
* not pꝛeualle and thought ik hee ſhoulde haue come — 
0 
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followed obttinately his purpole their victuals would haue 
failed them, hee departed with a faire winde and fatled fine zicht bepat 
dayes to the WMeſtwards, but the winde chaunging to the en 
Southwelt and the Sea waxing rough wee ſapled 4. daes 
with the wind in the powpe and at length diſcouering land, Sigdt of land. 
wee were afraide to appꝛoch neere bute it, being the Sea Hl 
growen, and we not knowing what lande it was, but God 
proved foꝛ vs, that the winde cealing there came a greate 
calme. Mherekoze ſome of our compante rowing to land 
with oares returnedand bꝛought vs woꝛd to our great com⸗ 
kozte, that they had kounde a very good Countrie and a better 
Harborough, bpon which newes wee towed our ſhips ¢ final 
Barkes to land, and being enered into the harboough, wee 
lawe a farve ofa great mountaine, p caſt foꝛch finoke, which 
gaue vs good hope that we ſhoulde finde lome inhabitantes 
in ß Jland, neither would Zichmni reſt, although it were a 
great way ok, but lend a 100. good ſouldiers to ſearch the 100. good fout 
Countrie and bꝛing report what people they were that inha⸗ Bers len ve 
bite it and in che meane time they tooke in wood ek water auch the ann 
for the pꝛouiſion of the Fleete, and catcht great ſtoꝛe of fithe triecwhic h 
aud Sea foule and founde ſuch abundance of birdes egges countrie is not 
that our men that were halle famiched, were filled withall, e.) 
Althiles we were riding here, began the moneth of June, at June. 
whichtime the ayꝛe in the Aland was lo temperate and pleas 150 tc. 
fant as is impoſſible to expꝛeſle, but when we coulde ſee no as imporibiete 
people at all, wee ſulpected greatly that this pleafant place pret. 
was defolate and diſhabited. Mee gaue name to the hauen | 
calling it Trim, and the point that ſtretched out into 5 fea Wueg Trim. 
wee called Capo di Trim. The 100. ſouldiers that were Capo di Trim. 
fent focth eight dayes after returned, and bꝛought wove Che 100, tous: | 
that they had been though the Jlande and at the mountaine Weine f 
and thatthe lmoke was a naturall thing pꝛoceeding krom a though Sige 
great fire that was in the bottome of the hill, and that there land, erpett 
Wag a Ipꝛing from which iſſued, a certaine matter like pitch, bar Her latst 
which ran into the ea, andthat there aboutes dmelt greate s.

Zichimni 

being thus enkozmed, and leeing that it had a hollome and 

pure ayʒe, and a very fruitefullfople and fayze riuers with 

lundzie other commodities, fell into luch liking ok the place, 
| that hee determined to inhabite it, and build there a Citie. 
But his people being weary and kaint with their long and 
tedious trauaile began to tumult and murmure, laping that 
they woulde returne into their Countrie, for that the winter 
was at hand, and if they entred inte the herbozough, they 
ſhould not be able to come out againe bekoze the next Som⸗ 
Flchmni deter. mer . CAherekdze hee retaining only the Barkes with 
mmingtore- ‘Dares and uch as were willing to ap with him, lent all 
ape i che „che ret with the ſhippes backe againe, and willed that J. 
land, zept wich (thonigh vn willing) hould bee their Captaine . Ithere⸗ 
bim his barkez fone departing, ſayled koꝛ the ſpace of twentie dayes ta the 
wolth oares, and rewards without light of any land, then turning mpcourle 
will b fore kowardes Southealf in luc dayes I dilcouered lande and 
the ret away kounde my felfe vpon the Fle of Neome and knowing the 
bomewards: Countrie, J perceiued 3 was paſt Iſlande: wherefore tas 
Son 56 Ring in (ore feeth victuals of the inhabitants being fubiece 
chictecaptaine to Zichmni, J ſayled wich a kaire winde in thꝛee dayes to 
ol them. Friſl ind, where the people, who thought they had loſt their

gio, and in the ende the life ol matter Nicolo, the knight 
our brother, with the diſcouerie which he made and of Gro- 
land. J haue allo written the life and acts of Zichmni, a 
Prince as woꝛthie of immoztall memoꝛp, as any that euer 
liucd,for his great valiancie and ſinguler humanucte, wheres 
in J haue deſtribed the dilcouerie of Engroueland on both 
fives, and the Citie that hee builded. Wherefore J will 
fpeake no further hereok in this letter hoping to be with pou 
very ſhoztly, and to ſatiſſte pou in ſundꝛie other thinges bp 
wozde of mouth. All chele letters were wꝛirten by maſter 
Antonio to matter Carlo his brother. And it greeuech me, 
that the booke and diuers other vnitinges concerning theſe 
urpoles, are miferably loft: Fo; I being but a child, when 
ey tame tu my handes, and not knowing what chey were, 
(as the manner ok childꝛen is) J toe them, and rent them in 
peeces, which now J cannot call to remembꝛance but to my 
greek. Motwithſtanding, that the memoꝛp of fo many good 
thinges ſhoulde not bee loſt: wbatloeuer J could get ofthis 
matter, J haue diſpoled and put in onder, in the foꝛmer dit 
courfe, to the ende that this age might bee partly latiſtt⸗ 
ed, to p which wee are moze beholden for the great dilcoue⸗ 
ries made in thole partes, chen to any other of the time patt,

take poſleſſion thereof one only foote of grounde, noz pet aps 
Noche oꝛ enter into chele parties and faire riuers into the 
Which God hath brought vs. UAherefoe my Lowe) it may 
bee well aide that the liking God hach reſerued this great 
lande fon pour poqe ſeruantes and ſubiectes, as well to the 
ende they might bee made great ouer this pone people, & 
rude nation: as alſo to appzoue the fozmer affection 
which our kings haue had vnto this diſcouerie. . 

Forp late king Frances the firſt( ot happie memoꝛie) a 
Prince endued with excellent vertues. The peere

ded, no tu arriue in any Port, by realon ot ſundꝛie incdueni· 
‘ences ( which cõmõly happẽ) were cõſtrained to return into 


Fraunce: where after bia er pre

kings armies in the Noꝛch part a good way in the lende, as 
favre as Tauadu and Ochifaon . Therefope(mp Lon) 
truſt iuſtly that a thing lo commendable and woꝛthie to bee 
with good courage attempted, that God woulde quid anv 
keepe ba deſir ing alwapes to fulftill pour commaundement, 
Men wee had done pour buſineſſe, and made our preparas 
tions the rvill. day of Febzuarie 1562 through the fauour ol

God wee departed with our two vellels out ol the hauen of 


Claue de Grace into the road Caursand the next vay hoyſted 
vp laile (the winde being in p Catt) which latter lo fiue daies, 
that we coulde not arriue at the nauch that is from betweene 
the coalt of Briton and Englande and the Ales of Surlinos 
and Miſkam: So that the inde blowing with great fie 
ry and tempeſt out of the Wieland Melt Southweſt, alto⸗ 
gether cantrary to our way and courſe, and all that we could 
doe was to none ellecte, beſides the great naunger of byeas 
king of our Maltes, as alſa to be hindered in our other la · 
hours. Nheretae as well to ſhonne many other inconueni⸗ 


ences, which might follow to the pꝛt iudice and bꝛeach of eur 


voyage, hauing regard alſo to the likely deunger of death, > 
ſome of our gentlemen and ſouldiers being traubled with 


leuers and niht lickneſſes, might haue fallen into : a ald 
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oz other conliderations, wee thought good to fall into che 
road of Bꝛelt in Bꝛitaine, to ſet there our fick folke on land, 
and ſuffer the tempelt to palle. From whence (after wee 
had taried there two dayes) wee returned againe ta Seas 
warde to followe our nauigatton, ſo chat (my Lowe) albeit 
the winde was fo} a long feafon very much againſt vs, and 
trouhleſome : pet at the ende (Gov giuing vs though bis 
grace and accuſtamed goodneſſe a meetelp kauourable 
winde) J determined wich all diligence to pꝛaue a newe 
courte which hach not beene pet attempted: trauerſing che 
SDeas of Oction 1800. Leagues at the leaſt, whiche in 
deed is the trut and ſhozt courſe that hereafter mult be kept, 
to the honour of our nation reiecting the old conlerued opte 
on, which to long time hath beene holden as true. 

Which is, as it was thought a thing impollible to haue 
che winde at Eat, Noꝛthe at, and keepe the race and courte 
wee enter pꝛiled, but that we ſhoulde be dꝛiuen towarde the 
region of Affrica the Ales of Canaria, Madera, and other 
Yanves there about cs. And the caule why we haue heene the 
moe pꝛouoked and alluredto take this new rate. hath bin be⸗ 
caule that it feemen to euerp one, that we might not palle nop 
goe in this Mauigation without the fight and touching ol 
the Antillies and Lucaries, andtbere fofourne and take freſh 
waters and other necellaries, as the Spaniards doe in their 
voyage to new ſpatnerwoherol ( chanked be God) we haue hau 
no neede, noꝛ entered the chanel! of Roham : which hath bin 
thought impollible. Fozeſeeing allo that it was not expedient 
for vs to palle thꝛough the andes, as wel to ſhune manp in⸗ 
conueniences that might happen in pallingthat way ( whero 
ſpꝛngeth nothing but innumerable quarrels, pleadings, cõ· 
fuſions, and breach of al woꝛthy enterpꝛiles, and goodly naute 


gations, whereol enſueth complaintes and odious quettions.

goodly newe framing people, of ſo gentle a nature, and a 
bhuuntrey fo pleaſant and fruitefull, lacking nothing at all 
that map ſeeme neceſlarie fo mans food we would not haue 
to doe with their Jlandes, and other landes: which (forthat 
they firſt vilſcouered them) thep keepe wich much ielouſie: 
trusting that if God will {uffer the king (cough pour per⸗ 
fwation ) tocaufefome part of this incomparable counctrcp 
ta be peopled and inhabited with uch anumber ok his poore 
ſubiectes ag pou hall thinke good, there neuer happened in 
the memoꝛy of man ſo great and good commoditie to France 
ns this, and my Loꝛde for many cauſes, whereof a man is 
neuer able to ſay oʒ mite to the ful, as vnder the alſured hope 
that we haue alwapes had in executing vpꝛightly that which 
A had receiued in charge ofpous , God woulde bleſle our 
wapes and nauigations. After we had conſtantly and with 
diligence in time conuenient determined vpon the wap, wee 
fhoulde haue thought it noylome and tedious to all dur come 
panie, ik it had befoze bin knowé onto any without tourning 
op wauering to oꝛ ro from their firſt ententiõ. And notwith⸗ 
ſtanding that fatan did often what he could to fowe many obs 
ftractes,troubles and lettes, accoꝛding to his acuſtomed ſub 
tilties, ſo it is come to palle, that God by his onely goodnes 
Hath giuen vs grate, ta make the furthett arte and trauars of 
che ſeas, that euer was made in our memoꝛie op knowledge, 
in longitude from the Eaſt to che Nelt:and thereloꝛe was it 
tummonlp ſayde both in Fraunce and Spaine, and allo as. 
mong vs chat it was impoſſible foꝛ vs ſafely to ariue thither, 
whither the Loꝛd did conduct vs: Al which perſwaded but ol 
igoꝛaunce and lacke of attempting: which wee haue not bin 
alrayde to giue aduenture to pꝛaoue. Albeit that all Baz 
riuers Car des doe fet the Coaſtes with ſhipwꝛackes with 
out partes o Riuers: which wee haue found other wile as it 
fuolloweth. res Ra 390d 
Thurldap the laſt of Apꝛill at the breake ofthe dap +, 
wer diſc ouered and cleareippercepucd a fapre Coat, ftrete 
chyng of a great length cougred with 3 
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high end fapre trees, wee being not patt 7.02 d. leagues from 
the ſhoꝛe, the countrey ſeeming vnto vs plaine without anpe 
ſyewe of hils, and appꝛoching neerer within foure oz fue lea. 
es of the land, we caſt an ancker at ten fabome water, the 
ottome of the Sea being plaine wich muche Ocias and fak 
holde on the South ſide, as farre as a certaine point oꝛ Cape 
ſituate vnder that Latitude of nine and twentie degrees and 
a halfe, which we haue named Cape Francois. ; 
ee coulde eſpie neither Riuer nor Bay, whereloze 
wee lent our Goates furnihe with men of experience, to 
ſounde and knowe the coaſt neeve the ſhoꝛe: viho returning 
to vs about one of the clock at after noane, declared that they 
had kounde among other thinges viit fadome of water at the 
harde bancke of the lea. Uherevpon hauing diligently 
wayed vp our Anckers, and hoyſted vp our layles wich wind 
at will, we ſapled and vewed the coaſt all along wich vnſpea⸗ 
ble pleaſure, ofthe odoꝛous finell and beawtie of the fame. 
And becauſe there appeared vnto vs no ſigne of any Poꝛte, 
about the ſetting of the funne we caſt ancker againe: which 


done, we did behold to and fro the goodly oꝛder of the woods 


wherewith God hach decked euer way the ſaxd land. Then 
perceiuing towarde the Noꝛch a leaping and a bꝛealking of 
the water, as a ſtreame falling out of the lande into the Ses. 
Foꝛ the whiche wee let vp faples againe to double che fame 
while it was yet day. And as wee had fo done, and palled bes 
pond it: there appeared vnto vs afapre entrie of a faireriuer 
which cauſed vs to taſt Ancker agayne there never the land: 

to the end the next day we might fee what it was, and though 
thatthe winde blew for a time vehemently to the ſhoze ward: 


yet the hold and Anckerrage was fo good, chat one table and 


one Ancker helde vs faſt, with out danger oz ſliding. 

The next dap in the mozning, being the firſt of May, 
wer allayed to enter this Porte, with two newe barges and 
aboate well trimmed, finding little water barges whiche 
might haue altonied and cauled vs to returne backe to ſhip⸗ 
boꝛde, if God had not ſpeedily bꝛought vs in. here finde 
ing 3 6.favome water, entred into a goodly and great uli 5 
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“which as we went founde to encreafe ſtill in vepth ¢ Larges 
nefle,bopling and roaging though the multitude of all kind 
offith, This being entred wee perceiued a great number ol 

p Indians inhabitants there, comming along the ſandes € 
Dea bankes, comming neare vnto vs, without any taking 
ok feare on doubt, ſhewing vnto vs the ealleſt landing places 

e thereupon we giuing them alſo on our parts thanks of al⸗ 
ſurance and kriendlineſſe. Fozthwith one of appearance, out 
ok the belt among them, bꝛother vnto one of their kinges, oꝛ 
gouernours, commaunded one of the Indians to enter into 
the water: and to appꝛoch our boates to ſhew vs the coaltes 
landing place, THe ſeeing this (without any moze doubting 
oꝛ difficultie) landed, and the mellenger (alter we had rewar⸗ 
ded him with ſome looking glaſle, and other pꝛetie things ol 
ſmall value )ran incontinently toward his Logo: Cho forth 
with ent mee his girdle, in token of aſſuraunce and kriend⸗ 
ſhip, which girvle was made of red leather, as well couered 
and coloured as was poſlible:and as J began to go towards 
him. hee ſet fooꝛth and came and receiued me gently, and rei⸗ 

ſed after his maner all his men, following with great ſilence 

and modeſtie: pea moze then our men did. And after we had 
a while with gentle vſage congratulated with him: we fell 
to the grounde a litle way from them to call vpon the name 

ol God, and to beſeech him to cõtinue fill his goodneſſe to⸗ 

wards vs, and hing to the knowledge of our ſauiour Chiſt 
thispone people, Ahile wee were thus pꝛaying (they fit 
ting vpon the grounde, which was ſtrawed and dꝛelled with 

Bay bowes) behelde and hearkened vnto vs, very attentiuc: 
Jp without either ſpeking op mouing: and as J made a ſigne 
vnto their king likting vp mine arme, and firetching fooꝛth 
one finger, only to make them looke vp to heauen warde 
likewiſe lifting vp his arme towards heauen put fooꝛth two 
fingers: whereby it feemen that he made vs to vnderſtande, 
that they woꝛſhipped the Sunne and p mor ne fo, Godgꝛag 
alterwar des wee vnderſtnode it ſo . In the meane time 
their numbers iner ealed, x thither tame the kings bother, 
that was Gr with vs, cheir ä wiueg, fiers and chil⸗ 

den, 
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dꝛen, and being thus allembled, they cauled a geen 
of Bay boughes to bee cut, and therewith a place to be dꝛel · 
feb foꝛ vs, diſtant from theirs two fabomn, Fo it is their mas 
ner to talke and bar game ſitting: and the chiefe of chem to 
bee apart, from the meaner loꝛt, with a ſyewe of great obe⸗ 
dience to their kinges ſuperiours, and clders. They bee all 
naked, and of a goodly ſtature, mightie, c as well ſhapen ge 
opoꝛtioned ot body, as any people in p woud; very gentle, 
curtcous, and ofa good nature. 

The moſt part of them cover their raines and pꝛiuitieg 
with fatre arts kinnes, painted moſt commonly with furs 
dꝛie colours: and che fore part oftheir 75 and armes, bee 


painted with petite deuiſed workes, of Azure, red, and 
blacke, ſa well and fo pꝛoperly as the beſt Painter of Eu⸗ 


rope caulde not amendelt. The women haue their bo⸗ 
dies painted with a tertaine Herbe like vnto Molle, wheres 
of the Cedar trees, and all other trees bee alwayes couered. 
The men for plealure doe alwayes trimme them felues 
therwith, after ſundꝛie faſhions: They bee of tauny colour, 
hauke noled, and of a plealant countenance. The women be 
well faudured, and will not ſuler one diſhoneſtly to appꝛoch 
tos neare them. But wee were not in their houles wing 
ſawe none at that time. 

Alter we had taried in this Moꝛth fide of the riuer the 


antiy the riuer molt part or che day ( which riuer wee haue called May, for 
epee fo that wee dilcouered the lame the fitite day of the Moneth) 


wee congratulated, made aliaunce, and entred into ami⸗ 
tie with them, and pꝛelented the king and his hethꝛen with 
Gownes of ble we cloth garniſhed with pellowe Klourede⸗ 
luces. And it leemed that they were loꝛy foꝛ dur departure: 

la that the moſt part ok them entred into axle ae tothe 
necke to let dur boates aflote, . 

Putting into vs ſundꝛy kinde of fithes, which with mer⸗ 

uctlous ſucede they ranne to take in their packs made in the 
water with great Rerdes, ſo well aud cunningly let togea⸗ 
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turnes and rrookes, as it is impollible to do it without much 
cunning and induſtrie. 


But deſiring ta imploy the rett of che day on the other 
fide of this riuer, to biewe and know thoſe Indians that wee 
ſawe there. Wie trauerlen thither, and without any diffis 
cultie landed amongeſt them, who receiued vs very gently 
and with great humanitie: putting vs ol their fruites, euen 
into our boates, Mulberies, Nalpis, and ſuch other lruites 
as they founde ready by the way. : . 
Doone alter this came thither the king with his bꝛethꝛen. 


aid others wich bowes and arrowes in their handes, vling 


cherewithall a goodly and a graue faſhion, wich their beha · 
Atiour right louldierlike, and as warlike boldnes as may be. 
They were naked and painted as the other, their haire likes 
wiſe long, and truſſed vp ( with a lace made of herbes) to the 


top ol their heads: but they had neither their wiues noꝛ chil: 


dꝛen in their companie. Alter we had a good while louingly 
entertemed and pꝛelenteu them with like gifts ol haberſher 
wares, cutting hookes and hatchets, and clothed the king e 
his bꝛechꝛen with like robes as we had giuen to them on the 
other ſide we entred and vievaedthe countrie thereaboutes, 
Wpich is the ſaireſt, kruttullect, x plealanteſt ok al the wopld, 
Abaunding in han p, benifon, wilde foule, foretts, moods of 
all foptes, Palme trees Cypꝛeſſe and Cedars, Bapes 5ᷣ high: 
elt and greateſt, with allo the kayꝛeſt vines in all the wozld. 
wich grapes accoꝛding, which without natural art and wit ⸗ 
gut mans helpe oꝛtrimming will grow to toppes ol Okes/, 
dad other trees that be na wonderfull greatneſſe æ heigr. 
And the ſight of the faire medowes is a plealure not able td 
be expꝛeſled with tongue: full ol Hernes, Curlues, Bitters. 
Mallards, Egrepths, woodrocks, ¢ all other kinde of mall 
birds: with Parts, Hindes, Buckes, wilde Swine, and all 


> “other kindes ol wilde bealtes, as we perceiued well hath by 


chetr footing there and allo alterwardes in other places, by 


their crie and roaring in the night. 5 nid: 
Allo there be Conies e Pares: Silke wozmes in meruei⸗ 
doug munber, a great deale fairer and better, then be dur ill 
bag 2 wozmes, 
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woꝛnes. To bee ſhoꝛt, it is aching vnſpeakeable to conſider 
the thinges that bee (cene there, and ſhalbe founde moze and 
mane, in this incomperable lande, which neuer pet bꝛoken 
with plough prongs, bꝛingech forth al things accoꝛding to his 
firſt nature, wherewich che; eternall God indued it. A⸗ 
bout their houſes they labour and till the grounde, ſowing 
their feldes with a graine called Pahis, whereof they 
make their meale: and in their Gardens thep plant beanes, 
gourdes, cucumbers, Citrons, peaſon, and manp other fruits 
and rootes vnknowen vnto vs Their ſpades and mat⸗ 
tocks be made of (oon, fo well and ſitly as is poſſible: 
which they make with certaine ſtones, oyſter ſhelles ¢ mul⸗ 
cles, wher ewith allo they make their bowes and final laun⸗ 
ces: and cut ¢ polit all ſoꝛtes of wood, that they imploxe a: 
baut their buildings, an vnecellarie vſe: There groweth ale 
ſo many Nalnut trees, Malell trees, Cheritrees, very faire 
and great. 8 

And generally wee haue ſeene, thereok the ſame fimples 
and herbes that wee haue in Fraunce, and ofthe like good⸗ 
nelle, ſauour and tate, The people be very good archers, 
and ok great ſtrength: Their bowe fringes are made of 
Leather, and their arrowes of Reeves which they doe head 


with the teeth of ſiſhes. As we now demaunded of chem con: 


cerning p land called Seuola, whereof ſome haue witten 
not to bee farre from thence, and to bee ſituate within the 


Studla within lande, and tomard the Sea callenthe South Sea,” They 
xx dals trauai · emed vs by lignes that which we vnderſtood well enough, 


ling by boate 
ol the riuer ol 
Wax. 


that they might goe thither with their Boates by riuers in 
twentie dayes. They that haue witten of this kingdome 
and towne of Seuola, and other townes and kingdomes 
thereabautes, lay, that chere is great aboundance of golde 
and filuer, ppeciaus ſtones. and other great riches : and that 
the people had their arrowes headed (in ſteede of von) 
with Harpe poi nted Curnuelles. Thus the night appꝛo. 
thing, it was conuenient foꝛ vs to returne by day a ſhip⸗ 
bone, Weetookeleaucof them muche to their griefe,, 
But moze to ours withaut compariſon , koz nae 


— 
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had no meane to enter the riners with dur ſhippe. And al⸗ 
beit, it was not their cultome eytber to eate o dzinke from 
the Sunne riling till his going bowne + pet the king open⸗ 
ly woulde needes dyinke with vs pzaping vs verie gently to 
giue him the cuppe whereout we had dzunke: and ſo making 
him to vnderſtande that wee woulde fee him againe the next 
dap, we retired to our ſhippes, which lap aboue ſixe leagues 
from the hauen to the lea. 

The next day in the moꝛning we returned to land againe, 
accompanied with the Captain es, Gentlemen, and Souldt- 
ers, and other of our ſmall trope: cariyng with vs a Pillour 
pp columne ok harde ſtone, our kings armes graued therein, 
to plant and let the fame in the enterie of the Porte in ſome 
high place, where it might bee ealelx ſeene, and being come 
thither before the Indians were allembled, we elpied on the 
ſouth {pve of the Riuer a place very ſitte foꝛ that purpole, vp⸗ 
ona litle hill, compalled with Cypꝛes, Bapes, aulmes and 
other trees, with lweete ſmelling and plealant fhyubbes. In 
the middle whereof we planted the lirſt bound oz limit of his 
Maieltie. This done perceiuing our firſt Indians allem 
bled, not without forme milliking of chale on the South 
parte, where we had fet the limitte, who tar ied foꝛ vs in the 
lame place where they met with vs the day beloꝛe, ſeeming 
vnto vs chat there is lame entmitie betweene chem and the 
others · But when they perreyued our long tarping on this 
ſide, they ran to ſee what we had done in that plate where we 
Landed Gilt, and had fet our limitte:whtchthey vewed a great 
while without touching it ang wap; oz aballing m ruer {peas 
king to vs ther of at any time after Bowebeit we could hät 
Depart but as it were W griete of minde fri this our lirſt alli 
ance, they rowing vnto vs all along the riuer from all parts 
and pꝛelenting vs with lome of their harts laine nainted and 
vnpalnten, menle litle cake, kreſhe water; rotes like unte 
Rinvabe which they haue in grrateſtimati on aud make ther⸗ 
eka potion uf medicine: allo they bought litle bagges ol 
xedde colours and fome lmall W vnto Cire, percey⸗ 
sc * 52 uing 
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ting amang them ſolttes faye thinges painted as it had bin 
with graine of ſcarlet, ſyo wing vnto vs by lignes that they 
had in the lande golde and ſiluer and copper: whereok wee 
ee haue bꝛought ſome. Allo lead like onto ours which we ſyew⸗ 
.. ed. Alla türqueſſes and great aboundance of pearlesubiche 
Surge and as they declared vnto vs they tooke out ol oyſters, whereol 
* or there is taken euer along the river ide, x among the reches, 
Spates. and in the marches: and fo merueplous.abounzanceagis 
kant cre dible: and we haue perceiued that there be ag many 
and as faire pcarles found there as in any countrey of the 
wozlde. Fon wee lame a man of theirs es we entered into 
our boates, that had a pearle hanging at a coller orgolde and 
Ptatles as big liliter about his necke. as great as an Acozne at pleat. This 
as acomes. man as he had taken ihe in one of their liſhing packs there⸗ 
by bꝛought that ſame to our baates, and dur men perceiuing 
the greatneſſe therol. one ol them putting his finger toward 
it, the man dꝛewe backe, and woulde no moꝛe come neare the 
b pate: not foꝛ any feare that he had that they woulde haue tas 
ken his Coller Pearle from him for he would haue giuen 
it them, fora Looking: glaſſeoꝛ a knife: 

But that hee doltoted Lett they wouldt haue pulled lim in⸗ 
tothe boar x la by force haus tarien him away. He was one 
ol the goodlieſt men of all the company. But faz that we had 
na leaſure to tary any longer with them, the day being well 
palled, whiche greeued vs, for the commoditie and great ri⸗ 
ches, whiche as wee vnderſtaode and ſawe might bee gotten 
there, deũring alla to employ the reſt of the day with our {e- 
conde aliance the Judians on the ſouthlide, as we perteiner 
chenr the vaphefore,; which ſtilt taried looking foꝛ vs: Tee 
palled the riuer to their ſhoꝛe, where as wee founde them tae 
riyng for vs, quietly and in good oder, with newe paintings 
vpom their fact and feathers upon their he adezthe Ring with 
his Gite and Arrowes lying by hint, late vn the grounde 
rawed with baughes betweene his two bꝛethꝛen, whiche 
were goodly men and well ſhapen and of a wonderſull how 

of artiuities, hauing vpon their headeg, one haire trulſed 
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vppight ok heyght, or lome kinde of wild beat gathered and 
wꝛouqht together with great cunning, wmethed and kaſted 


aste the forme of Oiademe: Due ak then had hanging a⸗ 1 


bout his necke a rounde plate ol redde copper well polt⸗ 
then, wich ane other leller of Siluer in the middeſt of it, e at 
his eare a litle plate ok Copper wherewith they vle to tripe 
the lweat from their bodies. They ſhewed vs that there was 
greatſtoze of this mettell wichin the countrey, about ſtue oʒ 
lixe Dates iourney from thence, both in che ſouthlide € nozth⸗ 
five ok the lame riuers, and that they went thither in their 
sBoates. Ihich Boates they make but ok one piece ofa 
tree, wooꝛking it whole fo cunningly and featly, that they 
put in one ok thele baates likteene oz twentie perſons, and go 
their wayes very lalely. They that rowe ſtande vpꝛight ha⸗ 
witty their oꝛes (hore alter the falhton ok a Peele. Thus being 
among them they pꝛelented vs wich meale dꝛelled k baked, 
very guad ¢ wel taſted, and or good nouriſhmtt, alfo beanes, 
and fich, as crabbes, lobſtars, creuiſes, and many other kinne 
of good fihes, Chewing vs by lignes p their dwollings were 
fare off, and iftheir pꝛoulllon had been neere haͤnde⸗ they 
woulde haue pielented vs with manxe other rekrelh⸗ 
inges. e e ee nien e ans: EPIC 0 
The night nowe appꝛoching, we were fate to returne 


to our Shipp very much to dur grieke: foꝛ that wee durſte 


nt haz arde ko dter With dur Sippe; by realon ofa barre 


nk Lanze, that was at the enterle of che qonte, howe be it, at 


a full Sea there is two fadome and a halke of water at the 
Leaſt, and it is but a leape ouer a ſurge to palle chis Barre, 
not palling the length ofewo cables, and then koꝛthwith e⸗ 
uery where within fre oz leuen kadome water. So chat it 
madeth a very faye hauen, and Shippes ofameane burden 
front koureſeoye to a hundꝛed tunnes may enter therein at all 
floodes, yea of a frre greater burthen, ikthere were French 
men dwelling there that might ckoure the enter ye as they 
Doe in Fraunce : for there is nothing Larking fan che 
lyke o mam The fication is under che eleuatiou ot xxx⸗ 
degrees, a good climate bealthkull „ and ofa goon 
44 tem: 
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temperature, merueilous plealãt, ö people good, ofa good 
and amiable nature, which willingly will obay: pea be cone 
tent to ſerue thoſe that hall with gentlenes and humanitie 
goe about to allure them, as it is needful koꝛ thole that be lent 
thither hereafter ſo to doe, and as J haue charged thole that 
be left there to do, to the ende they may afke and learne of thé 
where they take their gold, copper, and turqueſleg, and other 
thinges pet vnknowen vnto vs: by reaſon of the time we fos 
tourned there. Foꝛ tf any rude oꝛ rigoꝛous meanes ſhould be 
vled towards this people, they woulde flie hither and thither 
through the oodg and Fozeſts, and abandon their habita⸗ 
tions and countreps. 

The next dap being the thirde day of Map, deſiring al⸗ 
waies to finde out harbours to reſt in, we fet vp fatle againe: 
And after we had raunged che coaſt as neere the ſboꝛe as we 
could, there appeared vnto vs about ſeuen leagues of on this 
five of } riuer ol Pay a great opening 02 Bay of ſome riuer, 
whither with one ol our boates we rowed there found one 
entrie almoſt like p of the riuer of May, and within the fame 
as great a depth, and as large a diuiding it ſelfe into many 
great ſtreames, great and bꝛoade ſtretchinges towardes 
the high lande, with many other leſſe, that diuide the couns 
trey into faire and great landes and great number of ſmall 
and fayze Medowes. Being entred into chem about the e 
leagues, wee found in a place very commodious, ſtrong, and 
plealaut of ſituation, certayne Indians, who receiued vs ve⸗ 
ry gently: Powe be it, we being ſome what neare their hous 
ſeg, it feemen it was ſome what againſt their good willes that 
we went thither koꝛ at their cries and noyſes they made their 
wiues and childꝛen and holhoulde ſtuffe to be caried into the 
Mods: Howe be it they ſuffered vs to goe into their hou⸗ 
les, but they themſelues woulde not accompany vs thither. 
Their houſes bee made of Mood ſitly and clole, ſet vpꝛight 
and couered with Reedes: the moſt part ol them after the far 
ion ok a pauilion. But there was one houle amongeſt the 
reſt verie long and bꝛoade, with lettles raunde a b 
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of Reedes trimly couche together, which lerue chem both 
for bendes and leates, they be of height two foote fromthe 
grounde, ſet byon great rounde pillers painted with red, ve⸗ 
iowe, and blewe, well and trimilie polichebt ſome forte ol this 


This is the lande ol Checere whereof ſome haue witten. 
€ which many haue gone about to find cut, lor p great riches 
they perteiued by ſome Indians ta he faunde there. It is ſet 

vnder ſo good a climate, that none ol our men (though wee 
were there in the hotelt time of the peere, the ſunne entring 
into Cancer) were troubled with any ſiekneſles. The people 
there lie long and in great health and ſtrength lo that the a 
eee ee 
ike the youngeſt of them. oho onelx are knawen to be olde 

bp the wainckles in their face, and decay of fights): Mee de⸗ 
arted kom them verie friendly, with their contentation. 

But che night ougeeahing vs we were conſtrayned to lye in 
out ſyips all chat night, till it was day, floting vpon this tt:

dame harten. wondtrkull greatnelle, thetteppes beeing all fret) and new, 
and it ſeemeth that che people doe nouriſhe them lie tame 
Cattell in great heardg: fo; we ſam the feppes ofan. Indian 

that folowed them. 

The Chanell and depth of this riuer of Seyne, is one ß 
ide ok the medowe that is inthe Ale ol Map. Being retur⸗ 
nen to our fips, we ſayled ea knowe mode and moze of this 

ane toaſt, goying as neerethe Hoze as we coulde. And as wee 
had layled about ſixe op ſeuen leagues, there appeared vnta 
us another Bap, where we caſt anker, and tarrying fo all the 
night, in the mozning wee went thither, and finding (bp dur 
founding atthe entrie many hankes and beatings, wie durkk 
not enter chere with our great ſhip, hauing name the riuer 
Domme, which is 8.9. 10. rt, fadome depth, diuiding it lelle 
into many great Jlands, and ſmall goodly medow grounds 
and paſtures, and euery where fitch abundance of ith as is 
incredible, and on the Mealt Moꝛthwelt lde, chere is a great 
riuer that cometh krõ che countrie ot a great length duet * 
and another on the Moptheatt ſide, which returne into che 
Sea. So that (my Loꝛdhit is a couutrie full of hauens, ri⸗ 
Good hauens nerg, and Jlands, of ſuch fruitfulnes as cannot wich tongue 
andres he expꝛeſled: and where in {hort time great and precious cae 
Gren: 9 coon woditzes mig he bee founn, And beſtdes this e 
den dard FounvalfoDit eners mope as great aNd as good tutte 
and diuiding the land into faire aud great J lands. The In⸗ 
dians inhabitants there be like in manners e the eountrie in 
fertillitie apt and tounnodisus thrown out to beare € boi ig 
forth plencifullp all that men would plant oz fomse dpoit 
There bee euery where eee Firttees 
» can be ſerne very well rmelling; and whers out might bee 
ieee 3 ichcutcing the only bart as uch Rolen, Tur 
* pentine, & Frakeftncejas men would velit e. And to be fh 10 
chere lackech nothing: Therekoꝛd being not able ta enter 
lie with our great vellels there, we could make no aa K 
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ding mop enter fo karre into the riuers and countries as wee 
would faine haue done: foz it is well knowne how many ine 
conueniences haue happened vnto men, not only in attemp⸗ 
ting ol newe dilcoueries, but allo in all places by leauing 
their great vellels in the dea, karre from the land, vnkurni⸗ 
then oktheheads and beſt meu. As for other rivers we haue 
giuen them names as kolloweth: and bute the Jlandes top- 
ning vnto them the lame name that the nert riuer vnto ic 
hat! as you hall {ee by the poztratures oꝛ Cardes p J haue 
made thereof. As tothe fourth name of Loire, to p ift Chars 
net, ta 5 fixe Card to the y. riuer Belle, to ß 8. riuer Graũde, 
to the 9. poꝛt Ropall, and to the tenth Belle Uirrir.

Apon Wihithanvay the rbit. day of Map, alter wer had 


perceiued and conſidered that there was no remedte, but to 
allay to find the meanes to harber our ſhips, as wel to amend 
and trimme them, as to get vs freſh water, wood, and other 
neceflaries, whereof wee hauing opinion that there was no 


faprer op fitter place for the purpole, then port Ropall. And 


when wee had ſounded the entrie and the Chanell (thank

neare it within leuen leagueg okthe lande bee abathen and a 
kraide on the Ealtſide dzawing towärde the Sourheatt, the 
grounde to be latte, fo neuterthelelle at a kull lea, chere is e⸗ 
uery where foure kadome water, keeping the right Chanel. 


An this part there are many riuers of meane bigneſle ann 


large, where without daunger the greatelt ſhippes of the 
woflde might ber harboured, which wee founde ; no In⸗ 
diam inhabiting chere aboutes. Che Porte and Riners 
five is neerer then tenne oz twehte leages vpwardes into 
che countreys, although it bee one of che goodlieſt, beſt, and 


kruitelulleſt countreys that euer was feene , and hohere nos 


thing lacketh; and alfo where as good and likely com⸗ 
movities bee koiltde as ür other Places therebr . 

45 wee hee u amber e pekte 
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giolde and pearles, loꝛto hang them at their eares and neck, 
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che Pepper pet greene, and not ready to bee gathered: Alfa - 
the beſt water of the woꝛld, and fo many fortes of fiſhes that 
pee map take chem without net oꝛ angle ſo many as pe will. 
Alſo an innumerable fort of wilde foule of all ſoptes, and in 
little landes at the entrie of this hauen, on the Eaſt Moꝛth⸗ 
eatt ſide, there is fo great number of Egrepes that the buf 
ſhes bee all white and couered with them, fo that one may 
take of the young ones with his hande as many as hee will 
carry away. There bee allo a number ok other foules; as 
Pernes, Bitters, Curlues. And to bee fhort, there is ſo ma⸗ 
ny ſmall byꝛdes that it is a ſtrange thing to bee ſeene. Mee 
founde the Indians there moze doubtkull and fearefull then 
the others befoze: et after we had been in their houſes, and 
congregated with them, and ſhewed curteſie to thoſe that we 
founde to haue abandoned there thꝛough boats meale, victu ⸗ 
all, and ſmall houſholde ſtulfe, and both in not taking awape 
od touching any part thereof, and in leauing in that place 
where they dꝛeſſed their meate, Kniues, Looking glaſſes, 
little Beaves of glaſſe, which they loue anv eſteeme aboue 


and to giue them to their wiues and childꝛen: they were 
ſomewhat emboldened. sun 1A 

Foy ſome of them came to ourboates, of the which wee 
carried two goodly and ſtrong abooꝛde our ſhippes, clothing 
and bling them as gently as it was pollible. Vut they ceaſed 
not day nop nyght ta lament, and at length they eſcaped as 
way. Therefore albeit, J was willing ( accopding to your 
commaundement and memozall) to boing away ſome of 
them with vs, on the Princes bebalfe and pours, J foꝛbare 
to doe ſo for many conſideratiuns and reaſons that they told 
mee, and fi that we were in doubt thar(leauing lame ok our 
men there to mhabtte all the Countrie, men, women and 
childzen, woulde not haue tealed to purſue them fop to haue 
theits againe: ſeeing they bee not able ta conſider and wax 
ta what entent wee (houlde haue carried them away: this 
map eee their contentation, when they haue

trueltle in bs as in other people and nations, of whom they 
haue beene beguiled vnder colour of good faith: whiche do⸗ 
ing in the ende turned to the doers no good. This is the ri 
uer of Zo main in mine opinion, whereof lo much hath beene The riuer of 
ſpolẽ, which is very faire c the coũtrie good, both kz p ealie eee 
habitation, and allo for many other things, which ſhould bee 
long to wzite. - 

The twentie of Way wee planted another columne oz 
pilloꝛ grauen with the kmges armes on the South lide, in 
ahigh place, o the entrie ofa great riuer, which wee called 
Libourne: where chere is a lake o freſh water very good, 
and on the lame fine a little lo wer towards the entrie of the 
Hauen is one of the fayꝛeſt fountaines that a man may dzink 
of, which falleth by violence down to the riuer from an high 
place out of a red and fandy ground, and pet for all that 
fruitefull and af good ayze, where it ſhoulde leeme that the 
Indians haue had fome faire habitation, 
There we ſawe the fayzeſt x the greateſt vines with grapes Creecdingfatre 
accoping and young trees, and final woods, very wel mel; and great vints 
ling, chat euer were leen: wherby it appeareth to be the pleas 
fantet ¢ mot cannnodious Dwelling of al p wozld. CUhere⸗

And hy trade ok marchandize they can not liue, excepte 
the fea oꝛ the lande there may peelde commoditie for com⸗ 
moditie. And therefoze you ought to haue mot ſpeciall re⸗ 
garde ol that point, and lo to plant, chat the naturall coms 
modities of the place and leate, may dꝛawe to pou acteſſe of 
Maulgation fo the ſame, oꝛthat by your owne Mauigation 
vau may carie the ſame out, and fetche home the ſupplye 
of che wantes ok the ſeate. 8 

Such nauigat ion fo to bee emploped, ſhall beides the 
ſupply of wantes, bee able to encaunter with koꝛreyne forces

And becaule trafficke is a thing fo material J twith that 
gr eat obleruation be taken what euery ſoyle yeeldeth natu⸗ 
rally, in what commoditie ſoeuer, and what it may be made 
to peeld hy ind eudur, and to fend vs notice home, that there⸗ 
uppon wee may deuiſe what meanes may be thought ok to 
rayſe trades. 

Nowe admit that we might not be lulkered by the ſauages 
to enioy any whole countrey oꝛ any moze thé the {cope of a 
Citie, pet it wee might enioy tralficke and be alſured of the 
fame, wee might bee much inriched, our Mauie might be 
increaled, a place of laketie might there be kound ik change 
ok religion op ciuill warres ſhaulde happen in this realme, 
which are thinges of great benefite. But if we may inioy 
any large Territoꝛie of apt ſoyle, we might ſo ble the mat⸗ 
ter, as we ſhould not depende vpon Spaine for oyles, ſacks, 
reſinges, oꝛenges, lemons, Spaniſh ſkinnes, c.
